It gives revised statistics for the latest five-year 
period for each table appearing in the reference bulletin including national forest 
inventory data, revised to date, prepared by the federal Forestry Branch from 
information provided by the provincial forest services. A new reference bulletin 
will be issued later this year.

The Logging Industry is not a ‘‘manufacturing’’ 
industry. The principal statistics of Woods Opera- 
tions, contained in Table 6, are still on the same 
basis as before and directly comparable to those 
of previous years. 


For the Manufacturing Industries this report 
contains, in order to provide comparability of data 
for recent years, principal statistics on the basis 


The inclusion of principal statistics on the old 
basis for the years 1955-59 provides a means of 
_measuring the impact of the changes. 


When comparing Table 9, principal statistics 
of the ‘‘Lumber Industry’’ (old basis) with Table 
9A, principal statistics of the ‘‘Sawmill Industry”’ 
(new basis) it is to be noted that the Shingle Mill 
Industry is included in the former and excluded in 
the latter. A further important difference between 
these two tables is that Table 9 gives the value of 


production while Table 9A gives the value of ship- 
ments of goods of own manufacture (including 
amounts received for work done on materials owned 
by others). This change affected mainly custom 
sawing. Previously the lumber produced was valued 
but under the new approach—in cases of custom 
sawing —only the value of work done, which is con- 
siderably lower, was taken into account. This ap- 
proach results in a better measure of value added 
by manufacture. 


When the 1962 issue of Canadian Forestry 
Statistics is used in conjunction with previous 
issues it should be noted that the 1962 issue, in 
keeping with the Revised Standard Industrial] Clas- 


sification, includes principal statistics of the 
‘Wood Industries’ and the ‘‘Paper and Allied 
Industries’’ while the previous issues contained 


principal statistics of the ‘‘Wood-Using Industries’”’ 
and the ‘‘Paper-using Industries’’. The main differ- 
ences are that the group ‘‘Wood Industries’’ includes 
the Sawmill and Shingle Mill Industries while it 
does not include the Fumiture Industries and that 
the group ‘‘Paper and Allied Industries’’ includes 
the Pulp and Paper Mills. 


The table ‘‘Principal Statistics of the Forest 
Industries’’ has been omitted because the statistics 
for the Logging Industry are not on the same basis 
as the statistics for the Manufacturing Industries.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


With the publication of the results of the 1962 
Census of Manufactures, the Bureau has completed 
a major revision in the classification and concept 
of its annual census of manufacturing establish- 
ments. Because of its size and complexity, this 
project had to be carried out in three stages. The 
first stage was the change in classification and the 
results of the 1960 Census, together with the re- 
compilation of the 1957, 1958 and 1959 Censuses 
were published in the 1960 reports on the basis of 
the revised Standard Industrial Classification. This 
part of the project was confined entirely to a re- 
coding of existing reporting units. The second stage 
consisted of the implementation of the new defini- 
tion of the reporting unit i.e. ‘‘establishment’’ as it 
applied to manufacturing activities of manufacturing 
establishments (See following note on ‘‘Establish- 
ment’’). Results of the 1961 Census reflected this 
change in concept and, in order to provide compara- 
bility of data for recent years, this report contains 
principal statistics on the basis of the new estab- 
lishment definition for years back to 1957. 


The third stage which was the extension of the 
definition of the establishment to cover total ac- 
tivities of manufacturing establishments is reflected 
in the statistics for 1961 and 1962 contained in this 
report. This full implementation of the new defini- 
tion of the establishment has resulted in an ex- 
tension of the data to non-manufacturing activities 
of manufacturing establishments and in additional 
changes in the 1961 statistics of manufacturing 
activities. Statistics on manufacturing activities 
will continue to be shown separately as in the past 
but, beginning with 1961, data on all operations 
(total activity) of manufacturing establishments 
will also be given. By definition ‘‘total activity’’ 
relates to all operational data and excludes such 
non-operational items as rent, interest and divi- 
dends. In acdition, statistics on man-hours paid 
will be included as part of the regular series of 
industry statistics. For many industries, adjust- 
ments and revisions were made to the 1961 data on 
manufacturing activities which were published during 
the second stage to bring them in line with reporting 
procedures followed in the 1962 Census and to re- 
flect the final application of the new concept. The 
1961 statistics are shown in this publicationin both 
their original and revised forms in order to provide 
a link with the immediate past. A more complete 
account of recent changes and additions and brief 
descriptions of the principal industry statistics are 
given in following sections of these notes. 


Standard Industrial Classification 


The revised Standard Industrial Classification 
which was introduced with the 1960 Census of 
Manufactures and applied to the results of the 1957. 
1958 and 1959 censuses provides for a breakdown 
of the manufacturing universe into 140 industries 
arranged in 20 major groups. 


Reporting establishments are classified or 
allotted to specific industries in the classification 
System on the basis of the value of principal pro- 
ducts made or shipped. 


Full details concerning the revised classifica- 
tion system are contained in the Standard Industrial 


Classification Manual, Catalogue No. 12-501, which 
is available from either the Queen’s Printer or the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 


Establishment 


The reporting unit in the Census of Manufac- 
tures is the establishment. The majority of estab- 
lishments are firms, but many firms have more than 
one manufacturing establishment. Such firms are 
requested to submit a separate Census of Manufac- 
tures report for each manufacturing establishment 
which can meet the reporting requirements described 
below. 


Beginning with the 1961 Census of Manufactures 
the establishment is defined as follows: 


‘‘The smallest unit which is a separate operat- 
ing entity capable of reporting all the following 
principal statistics: 


Materials and supplies used, 

Goods purchased for resale as such, 

Fuel and power consumed, 

Number of employees and salaries and wages, 
Inventories, 

Shipments of sales.”’ 


Following is a description of the main features 
of the new establishment concept introduced in the 
1961 Census, how they differ from those of the old 
“activity’’ concept and the steps taken to correct 
for breaks in continuity. 


(a) The establishment is to be distinguished 
from smaller subdivisions or departments which do 
not have records that permit them to report all items 
required of an establishment. Prior to 1961, some 
establishments were required to submit two or more 
separate reports when they were engaged in activi- 
ties which were classifiable to different industries. 
Beginning with 1961, separate reports for such ac- 
tivities are required only in cases where accounting 
records can provide the necessary input and output 
elements of principal statistics. Special reporting 
arrangements were made with respondents when the 
acceptance of combined reports would have seri- 
ously affected the statistics for particular industries 
or areas. Where continuity of industry statistics was 
affected by this change in reporting procedures, 
adjustments to the data were made back to 1957 in 
order to maintain comparability of the series for 
recent years.! 


(b) A manufacturing establishment is typically 
a factory, mill or plant principally engaged in manu- 
facturing activities. Prior to 1961, the Census of 
Manufactures attempted to cover the manufacturing 
activities of all establishments, whether or not they 
were primarily engaged in manufacturing. Beginning 
with the 1961 Census, establishments (accounting 
entities) which are not primarily engaged in manu- 
facturing are no longer included as manufacturing 
establishments in the basic industry statistics.’ 


1 Most of these adjustments were made when the 
results of the 1961 Census were being compiled. Since 
publication of these results in the 1961 reports additional 
adjustments were made to the 1961 data, as noted earlier, 
and these are reflected, where applicable, in the revised 
1961 statistics contained in this report. 


Again, adjustments were made to reflect the re- 
moval of such reporting units for the period 1957- 
60. These reporting units are now listed as estab- 
lishments in other Bureau surveys, such as Wholesale 
Trade, Construction etc. This has resulted in a 
somewhat smaller universe represented by the 
Census of Manufactures, In terms of overall 1960 
Census results, the number of establishments trans- 
ferred to other industries totalled 2,786 or 8% but 
these represented only 0.7% of total employment 
and of total value of shipments of manufactured 
products. In order, however, to maintain complete 
coverage of certain commodity items produced mainly 
in manufacturing establishments, many non-manufac- 
turing establishments are now surveyed by the 
Industry Division for commodity shipments only and 
the latter are included in those tables of industry 
reports showing shipments of certain commodities 
‘from all industries’’. 


(c) A manufacturing establishment may be, and 
often is, engaged in other activities in addition to 
its principal manufacturing activity. Prior to 1961 
the main emphasis in the Census of Manufactures 
was on manufacturing activity. Beginning with 1961, 
each establishment reports on all the activities 
carried out within its accounting boundaries (except 
income from investments such as rent, interest and 
dividends) and data on different activities (manu- 
facturing, trading in goods not of own manufacture, 
construction by own labour force, revenue from 
services etc.) are requested separately. The 1962 
reports contain principal statistics on total activi- 
ties of manufacturing establishments for 1961 and 
1962 with the main elements of manufacturing ac- 
tivity shown separately as in the past. It should be 
noted that the statistics for separate activities are 
not completely consistent. Some respondents cannot 
distinguish in their records materials, shipments and 
inventories relating to own manufacturing activities 
from those relating to goods not of their own manu- 
facture or to other activities and can report opera- 
tional data in total only under manufacturing activity. 
This situation has always existed, however, and is 
not considered important enough to invalidate the 
use of the data in the measurement of manufacturing 
as an ‘‘activity’’. The values assigned by the res- 
pondent to materials and shipments of own manu- 
factured goods include costs in varying degrees that 
relate to internal (to the establishment) transporta- 
tion, warehousing and selling activities, but it is 
not possible to make adjustments to arrive at a uni- 
form valuation for manufacturing activity only; al- 
though valuation at the establishment “‘boundary”’ 
must be accepted, the items valued under manufac- 
turing activities still relate, in most cases, to 
“goods of own manufacture’’, In the case of employ- 
ment only data on manufacturing production workers 
and manufacturing man-hours can be assigned, in 
total, to manufacturing activity: administrative and 
office employees can seldom be allocated to separate 
activities. Complete consistency, therefore, can be 
obtained only at the ‘‘all operations’’ (total activity) 
level, and for studies or statistical measures Te- 
quiring accurate co-ordinated data, the ‘‘total’’ 
statistics should be used. 


(d) Additional changes resulted from intensive 
editing and follow-up consistent with the introduc- 
tion of the new concept. An example of such changes 
is the provision for the elimination, in total, of 
sales taxes and outward transportation charges from 
value of shipments. Prior to 1961, although the 
value of shipments for each product was requested 
excluding taxes and transportation charges, no 
allowance had been made for the reporting of these 
items in total when the respondents’ records did not 
permit their deduction from the values of the individ- 
ual products. Another example is a change in the 
valuation of shipments where, prior to 1961, a manu- 
facturing company operating warehouses or sales 
outlets was reporting value of shipments in terms 
of an estimated manufacturer’s price in accordance 
with the old activity concept, even though his 
records were not kept on this basis. Since the 
accounting boundary in such cases extends to dis- 
tribution operations, the respondent was instructed 
in 1961 to report shipments at the final selling price 
in order to obtain more realistic and accurate data.? 
Adjustments were made to the value of shipments 
for the period 1957-60 to reflect such changes and 
maintain continuity of the shipments data. Since no 
actual data to make these corrections were available 
for bakc years, 1961 adjustment ratios were applied 
to the previous years for each industry affected, on 
the assumption that the valuation changes in 1961 
applied in equal proportions to the preceding period.°® 


(e) The new concept also demands that inven- 
tories held apart from plant be included with plant 
inventories if extablishment boundaries extend to 
warehouses and sales outlets. Prior to 1961, com- 
pilations took into account only the inventories 
held at plant. In this case, however, most of the 
missing data were available from supplementary 
questions in the Annual Census and from the Monthly 
Inventories and Shipments Survey and actual cor- 
rections could be made for previous years. 


(f) Prior to 1961 the Census of Manufactures 
did not have complete coverege of head and admin- 
istrative offices and had never surveyed separate 
sales offices, warehouses or laboratories operated 
by manufacturing firms. Beginning with the 1961 
survey, complete coverage of these auxiliary units 


2? Some manufacturing firms operate sales branches 
or selling warehouses as separate sales establishments 
for which complete accounting records of receipts. 
expenses, employment and sales are maintained. In such 
cases the plants, in effect, ‘‘sell’’ to the sales outlets 
on much the same basis as they would to independent 
buyers. The value of plant shipments is based on factory 
prices and the ‘‘boundary’’ of the manufacturing estab- 
lishment does not extend beyond the plant. The sales 
outlets in such cases constitute separate sales estab- 
lishments and are classified to wholesale or retail trade. 
Some sales outlets of manufacturing firms, although they 
physically handle products of the plants, do not maintain 
separate accounts and are generally treated for statistical 
purposes as extensions of manufacturing operations. 
special arrangements were made for separate reporting 
in a few cases where the treatment of such outlets as 
manufacturing extensions would seriously affect the 
Significance of statistics for particular manufacturing 
and trade industries.

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was effected. In the past the employment and sal- 
aries and wages of those head and administrative 
offices that were surveyed were either coded in 
total to the industry in which the greatest portion of 
the company’s manufacturing activities was clas- 
sified or else, in the case of certain large multi-unit 
firms with establishments in several industries, were 
pro-rated among the different industries involved. 
Beginning with the revised 1961 statistics, all head 
offices and auxiliary units are covered and are pro- 
cessed according to the methods described below. 


1. Single-Establishment Companies 


In the great majority of cases central admin- 
istrative and executive personnel of companies 
consisting only of one establishment are generally 
located at the site of the manufacturing plant and 
are automatically included in the plant reports. 
Where head offices and auxiliary units are geogra- 
phically separate from plant locations and employ a 
sizeable number of workers they are surveyednon 
special questionnaires. 


Separately located head offices, sales offices, 
administrative offices and other separate auxiliary 
units (laboratories, warehouses, etc.) do not usually 
constitute separate establishments‘ for purposes of 
industry statistics since they do not normally 
generate operational revenues but give rise only to 
costs of operation (mainly salaries and wages) 
which make up part of the selling price of manu- 
factured products and which are thus included in 
the value of shipments or sales. Where such units 
belong to single-establishment companies, they 
will be considered as extensions of the establish- 
ment’s boundaries and their operations consolidated 
with the establishment’s total activity. 


2. Multi-Establishment Companies 


In the case of companies with more than one 
establishment the following rules are applied: 


(i) Where all the establishments of a company 
are Classified to the same (three-digit) industry, the 
head office and other auxiliary units are coded to 
that same industry. 


(ii) Where the establishments of a company are 
not all classified to the same (three-digit) industry 
but are coded to different industries, or industries in 
different industry groupe or even different divisions 
of the Standard Industrial Classification, the in- 
Clusion of data for head office and auxiliary units 
in any one of the (three-digit) industries concerned 
would distort the relationship between items of 
principal statistics. In such cases, the auxiliary 
units are coded at the group (two-digit) level in 
tabulations of industry statistics. Where multi- 
establishment companies cut across group or major 
division lines of the Classification. the head office 
and auxiliary units will be coded to the (two-digit) 
industry group in which the major part of the com- 
pany’s operations are classified. Although this may

result in some distortion of (two-digit) industry 
group Statistics it will eliminate distortion within 
groups as it will leave statistics at the (three-digit) 
industry level free of these company-wide data. 


Period Covered 


Respondents are asked to submit figures for 
the calendar year, if at all possible, and most 
reports are on this basis. Financial year reports for 
periods differing from the calendar year are accepted 
in instances where respondents find it impossible to 
Supply calendar year data from accounting records. 
However, the data on employees, salaries, wages 
and man-hours are requested on a calendar year 
basis in all cases. 


When establishments are operated for only a 
portion of a year, a report is required covering the 
period of operation. 


Working Owners or Partners 


Beginning with the revised 1961 statistics 
working owners and partners of unincorporated 
businesses are shown as a separate category in the 
principal statistics and are neither included in the 
number of employeesnnor in salaries and wages; 
there is some duplication in numbers when a person 
owns more than one establishment and is reported 
as a working owner on each census return. In all 
previous reports of the Census of Manufactures 
these workers were included as part of the number 
of administrative and office employees and their 
withdrawals were included as part of salaries. 
Withdrawals are defined as amounts withdrawn by 
owners or partners for normal living expenses, 
excluding withdrawals for payment of income tax. 


Number of E'stablishments 


The number of establishments represents the 
number of operating units (accounting entities as 
per the new definition of the establishment) for 
which separate reports are submitted. Head offices 
located apart from establishments and which are 
surveyed separately and separate sales and admin- 
istrative auxiliaries that are treated as extensions 
of manufacturing activities are not included in the 
establishment count. However, the operational 
statistics (employment, salaries etc.) of such aux- 
iliary units which are coded at the ‘‘three-digit’’ 
leve} are included in the principal statistics of 
industries coded at the same level; those units 
coded at the ‘‘two-digit’’ level are included with 
the statistics for groups of industries. 


Employees 


As noted above, the number of working owners 
and partners are excluded from the number of em- 
ployees, beginning with the revised 1961 statistics. 
This change brings the definition of ‘‘employees’’ 
in the Census of Manufactures in line with that of 
‘femployees’’ in the Bureau’s monthly Employment 
Survey and with that of ‘‘paid workers’’ in the 
Bureau’s Labour Force Survey. For purposes of 


historical comparisons, the number of working 
owners and partners should be added to total 
employees (beginning with the revised 1961 data) 
in order to correspond with the figure of ‘‘total 
employees’’ published in previous reports concerned 
with the Annual Census of Manufactures. 


In addition to production and related workers 
engaged in manufacturing activities, total employees 
include administrative, office, sales and distribution 
workers as well as any production workers employed 
in non-manufacturing activities such as construction 
undertaken for the use of the establishment by its 
own employees (when these are treated as a separate 
work force) or logging (mostly in connection with 
sawmills or planing mills). Number of employees 
represents as closely as possible equivalent annual 
full-time employment. Adjustments are made when 
reported figures indicate the existence of part-time 
or seasonal employment. 


Administrative and office employees include 
all executive and supervisory officials such as 
presidents, vice-presidents, controllers, secretaries, 
treasurers etc., together with managers, professional, 
technical and research employees, superintendants 
and factory supervisors above the working foreman 
level, and clerical staffs. Also included are em- 
ployees in activities such as advertising, credit 
collections, purchasing, perconnel, legal, medical 
etc. Sales and distribution workers include office 
personnel whose salaries are charged to selling 
expense, travelling salesmen, driver salesmen, 
truck drivers and their helpers, etc. They exclude 
persons working on a commission basis who are not 
considered regular employees. 


Production and related workers in manufacturing 
activities include, in addition to those engaged in 
processing and assembling, those employed in 
storing, inspecting, handling, packing, warehousing, 
etc. They also include employees in related activi- 
ties such as maintenance, repair, janitorial and 
watchman services. Working foremen doing similar 
work to that of employees they supervise are also 
included. Production workers employed in non- 
manufacturing activities such as _ construction 
undertaken for the use of the establishment, logging 
employees or outside piece-workers employed in 
certain industries are excluded from the number of 
production and related workers but are part of the 
total number of employees in those industries. 


Production and related workers are reported as 
those receiving pay during the last pay period of 
each month, an average for the year being obtained 
by summing the monthly figures and dividing by 
twelve. This procedure is followed even though 
the plant did not operate in all months in order to 
derive equivalent annual full-time employment. The 
numbers are somewhat affected by turn over, in that 
employment is overstated when an employee changes 
employment within the same industry during a pay 
period. Other categories of workers are reported in 
the form of annual averages. Figures on employment 
and man-hours refer to the calendar year whether or 
not some establishments report other data on a 
financial year basis. 


Man-hours of production and related workers in 
manufacturing activities represent total man-hours 
paid (total hours at work during the calendar year 
plus hours not worked but nevertheless paid for, 
such as paid vacations, sick leave, statutory 
holidays etc.). In reporting overtime hours, respond- 
ents are requested to report only hours actually at 
work. It should be noted that the division of hours 
paid into production and related workers payrolls 
results in average hourly earnings and does not 
represent hourly wage rates which are collected and 
published by the Department of Labour and which 
are based on selected occupations. 


Salaries and Wages 


Salaries and Wages refer to gross earnings of 
the employees described above, before deductions 
for income tax and employees’ contributions to 
social services such as sickness, accident and 
unemployment insurance, pensions etc. They include 
all salaries, wages, bonuses, profits shared with 
employees, the value of room and board where 
provided, commissions (paid to regular employees 
only), aS well as any other allowance forming part 
of the workers’ earnings. Payments for overtime 
are included. 


Wages refer to amounts paid to production and 
related workers engaged in manufacturing operations 
as defined above. Salaries refer to amounts paid to 
all other categories of employees including relatively 
small numbers of production workers engaged in 
construction and extractive operations or who are 
employed as outside piece-workers. Figures on 
salaries and wages refer to the calendar year 
whether or not some establishments reported other 
data on a financial year basis. 


Fuel and Electricity 


Figures for fuel refer to amounts actually used 
(including fuel used in cars, trucks, locomotives 
etc.) not to purchases unless the quantities are 
substantially the same. Any fuel and electricity 
produced by establishments for internal consumption 
are not included in the cost total. Values represent 
laid-down cost at the establishment including 
freight, duty etc. 


Materials and Supplies 


(a) Used in manufacturing activities. Figures 
represent quantities and laid-down cost values, at 
the establishment, of materials, supplies and pur- 
chased components owned and used duirng the year 
in manufacturing activities and related processes. 
The statistics represent only commodity items or 
physical goods (costs of services or overhead 
charges such as advertising, insurance, deprecia- 
tion etc. are not included) whether purchasednfrom 
others or received as transfers (in the form of 
materials, components or semi-processed goods) 
from other establishments of the reporting company. 
Respondents are required to report materials and 
Supplies used not purchased. Included are main- 
tenance and repair supplies not chargeable to 
fixed assets accounts and any amounts charged by 


other establishments for work done on materials 
owned by the reporting establishment. Cost of 
repairs or maintenance done by outside contractors 
and cost of returnable containers are not included. 


Shipments of goods of own manufacture 


These figures represent shipments of goods 
made from own materials either in the reporting 
establishments or by other manufacturers on the 
basis of a charge to the reporting establishments 
for work done. Included are revenue from repair and 
custom work, amounts received in payment for work 
done on materials owned by other establishments 
and the cost of any goods shipped on a rental basis. 


All products and by-products of own manu- 
facture shipped from the establishment are covered, 
including transfer shipments to sales outlets, 
distributing warehouses or to other manufacturing 
plants of the reporting firm when such units are 
treated as separate establishments. (See notes on 
“Eistablishment’’), 


Such shipments are net of returned goods, and 
value figures at the establishment exclude discounts, 
returns, allowances, sales taxes and excise duties, 
returnable containers, and charges for outward 
transportation by common or contract carriers. 
Transportation or delivery expenses incurred by 
the reporting establishments’ own carriers are not 
deducted. 


The unsold portion, at year-end, of consign- 


_ ment shipments in Canada, is treated as inventory 


| 


and not as shipments, but all shipments to foreign 
countries, for which form B.13 ‘‘Customs Canada, 
Export Entry’’ has been completed, are treated as 
shipments. 


Value Added 


(a) By manufacturing activities 


Figures are compiled by deducting the cost 
of materials and fuel and electricity consumed from 
the value of production (value of shipments adjusted 
for changes in the value of inventories of finished 
goods and goods in process). 


(b) By total activities 


Figures consist of value added by manu- 
facturing activities plus value added by non-manu- 
facturing activities and is compiled by deducting 
the cost of goods purchased for re-sale and the cost 
of other materials and supplies used from the value 
of shipments of goods not of own manufacture plus 
other revenue, adjusted for changes in the value of 
inventories of goods purchased for re-sale. 


‘“‘Value added’’ is sometimes referred to as 
het production. However, to arrive at the National 
Accounts concept of net production, or ‘‘Gross 
domestic product at factor cost’’, it would be 


necessary to subtract also the cost of advertising 
insurance and other business expenses which are 
not collected in the annual Census of Manufactures. 
“Value added’’ figures for the primary industries. 
manufacturing and construction are published in 
DBS publication Catalogue No. 61-202, Survey 
of Production. 


Short Forms 


Since 1949, in order to ease the reporting burden 
for smaller firms, a one-page short form has been 
used asking for only a limited amount of detail. 
For purposes of publication, missing data were 
estimated on the basis of appropriate ratios. Begin- 
ning with the 1959 census, the general limit for 
short forms was raised from $50,000 (the limit used 
since 1949) to $100,000 value of shipments and a 
new medium form was used. This form is a shortened 
version of the long form in that some of the general 
questions were pared down and the detailed lists 
of materials and products were limited to the more 
important items. The general limits for firms in this 
category were set at between $100,000 - $500,000 
value of shipments, but in the case of both the 
short and medium forms there are lower cut-offs for 
a number of industries in which the smaller firms 
account for a larger share of total shipments. 


Prior to 1961, the short form was limited to a 
question on the principal items of factory shipments. 
In the 1961 and 1962 censuses, in addition to the 
question on shipments of goods of own manufacture, 
general questions on employment and payroll and on 
total revenue were added on all short forms. The 
other elements of principal statistics. viz. value of 
materials, fuel and electricity and inventories, were 
estimated by using ratios based on the change in 
the value of shipments reported in 1961 and 1962. 
This was done to permit the complete compilation 
of basic industry statistics by industry and by 
geographic location. The proportions of the esti- 
mated data was generally less than 5 per cent of 
the total in each category of principal statistics. 


Beginning with the 1963 census, general 
questions on total purchases of materials, fuel 
and electricity and on total inventory were added 
on the short forms. The two questions, however, 
were designed so that the data can be easily derived 
from respondents’ regular accounting records. This 
will permit a complete tabulation of principal statis- 
tics without the necessity of estimating missing 
items and will result in increased accuracy for 
rural area statistics where small firms account for 
a relatively important part of industrial output. 


The addition of extra questions on the short 
form in recent years has also permitted an increase 
in the cut-off limits for short forms in many indus- 
tries. This has meant that many more firms are now 
receiving the short form instead of the long or 
medium form. It has also resulted in the withdrawal 
of the medium form in a number of industries, thus 
further simplifying collection and tabulation pro- 
cedures.

CANADIAN FORESTRY STATISTICS 
1963 and 1964 


With the publication of the results of the 1962 
Census of Manufactures, the Bureau completed 
a major revision in the classification and concept 
of its annual Census of Manufacturing establish 
ments. The nature of these changes is described 
in the Concepts and Definitions following this 
report. 


The Logging Industry is not a ““manufacturing’’ 
industry. The principal statistics of Logging, 
contained in Table 6, are on the same basis as 
before and directly comparable to those of previous 
years, except for man-years, Beginning with 1962 
man-years are based on 240 days for British 
Columbia and 270 days for all other provinces in 
order to conform more closely with actual practices 
in this industry. 


The estimates of Forest Production in British 
Columbia as published in the past by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics differed considerably from the 
data published by the Forest Service of British 
Columbia. Because differences in figures from 
various sources lead to confusion among the users 
of statistics and because the administration of the 
forest resources is primarily a provincial responsi 
bility, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics has decided 
to incorporate the production statistics of the 


Forest Service of British Columbia in this publi 
cation rather than to continue to make its own 
estimates. As a consequence data in Tables 9) 
and 7 are not directly comparable to those of 
previous publications. 


For the Manufacturing Industries this report 
Contains, in order to provide comparability of data 
for recent years, principal statistics on the basis 
of the Revised Standard Industrial Classification 
and the New Establishment Concept, back to 1961 


Prior to 1964, establishments primarily en- 
gaged in planing lumber were included in the 
Sash, Door and Planing Mill Industry. However, 
beginning in 1964 such plants have been transferred 
to the Sawmill Industry To permit year-to-year com- 
parisons, the statistics for 1961-63 which appear 
in this publication have been revised accordingly. 
As a result, they do not agree with those published 
in previous publications. To reflect this change, 
the title of this industry has been changed from 
Sawmills’’ to “Sawmills and Planing Mills’’. 


The table *‘Principal Statistics of the Forest 
Industries’’ has been omitted because the statistics 
for the Logging Industry are not on the same basis 
as the statistics for the Manufacturing industries.

CONCEPTS AND DEFINITIONS 


Census of Manufactures 


General 


The Census of Manufactures is an annual mail 
survey covering Canada’s Manufacturing Industries. 
It is based on the Standard Classification of Indus- 
tries and full details concerning the system may 
be found in the Standard Industrial Classification 
manual, Catalogue No. 12-501 which is available 
from the Queen’s Printer or the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. In summary, the Classification as it 
relates to the manufacturing industries provides 
for a breakdown into 140 industries arranged in 
20 major industry groups. Of the 140 (3 digit) indus- 
tries, 18 are further broken down into 56 (4 digit) 
sub classes. At the Canada level, principal statis- 
tics are collected and compiled for 176 separate 
industries. They cannot all be published separately 
by province, however, because of the confidential 
nature of the data in certain provinces. 


The reporting unit for the Census is designated 
as the establishment (see definition of ‘‘Establish- 
ment’’ in following section) and a return is requested 
from every establishment classified to a manufac- 
turing industry. Although respondents are required 
to submit reports covering the calendar year, 
financial year reports other than the calendar year 
are accepted in instances where respondents find 
it impossible to supply calendar year data from 
accounting records. When an establishment is 
operated for only part of a year a report is required 
covering the period of operation. 


There are four different questionnaires used 
in the Census of Manufactures; (a) Short form 
(b) long form (c) head office questionnaire and 
(d) commodity questionnaire. The short and long 
forms are used to obtain principal statistics and 
commodities shipped from establishments classified 
to manufacturing industries and differ only in the 
amount of detail requested. The short form is a 
Single-sheet questionnaire sent to small manu- 
facturers generally reporting shipments of less than 
$100,000; this cut-off, however, varies somewhat 
between industries. The head office questionnaire 
is generally used for company head offices and/or 
auxiliary units separately located from the manu- 
facturing establishment(s), (see following notes on 
Head offices and auxiliary units). The Commodity 
questionnaire is used to survey certain establish- 
ments which are coded (on the basis of their principal 
activity) to industries other than manufacturing in 
the Standard Industrial Classification system, but 
which undertake some manufacturing as a subsidiary 
activity. This single-sheet questionnaire is designed 
to collect information on the quantity and value of 
goods of own manufacture shipped by such establish- 
ments in order to achieve full coverage of domes- 
tically manufactured commodities (see the following 
note under Shipments). 


The results of the Census are presented in 
some 140 publications. In addition to these annual 
industry publications there are annual summary 
reports for Canada and the provinces and special 
reports giving principal statistics by detailed 
geographic areas, by type of ownership and size 
of establishment. A special annual report covering 
the shipments of all manufactured commodities 
arranged in alphabetical order is also published. 


Since 1960 the following major changes have 
been implemented in the Census of Manufactures: 
(a) a revised Standard Industrial Classification 
(b) a new establishment definition and (c) an ex- 
tension of the establishment definition to cover the 
non-manufacturing activities of manufacturing 
establishments. The statistics presented in the 
various 1963 reports reflect the complete imple- 
mentation of these changes and enable comparisons 
to be made with the years 1961 and 1962. For a 
complete description of the procedures followed 
in establishing the revised series, reference should 
be made to the Explanatory Notes included in the 
1962 publication. The statistical framework within 
which the Census of Manufactures is now carried 
out is based on the following concepts and defini- 
tions which have been developed as part of a 
general programme to achieve a fully integrated 
system of economic Statistics. 


Establishment 


A manufacturing establishment is typically a 
factory, mill or plant principally engaged in manu- 
facturing activities. The majority of such establish- 
ments are firms but many firms have more than one 
establishment. Such firms are requested to submit 
a separate Census of Manufactures report for each 
manufacturing establishment which can meet the 
reporting requirements embodied in the following 
definition of the ‘‘establishment’’: 


““The smallest unit which is a Separate operating 
entity capable of reporting the following principal 
statistics: 


Materials and supplies used 

Goods purchased for resale as such 

Fuel and power consumed 

Number of employees and salaries and wages 
Man-hours worked and paid 

Inventories 

Shipments or sales.’’ 


Each establishment is required to report on all 
the activities carried out within it’s accounting 
boundaries (except income from investments such as 
rent, interest and dividends) and data on the 
different activities (manufacturing, trading in goods 
not of own manufacture, construction by own labour 


force, revenue from services, etc.) are requested to 
be reported separately. It should be noted that the 
statistics for separate activities are not completely 
consistent since some respondents cannot distin- 
guish, in their records, materials, shipments and 
inventories relating solely to their own manufac- 
turing activities. For example, inventory of goods 
purchased for re-sale may not be distinguishable 
from inventory of own manufactured goods. Complete 
consistency, therefore, can be obtained only at the 
“fall operations’’ (total activity) level and for 
studies or statistical measures requiring accurate 
coordinated data, the ‘‘total’’ statistics should be 
used. 


The number of establishments represents the 
number of operating units that are principally engaged 
in the activities of the manufacturing industries to 
which they have been classified. These units do not 
necessarily represent the total number engaged in 
the production of a commodity mainly produced in a 
certain industry. Some commodities are produced 
as secondary products in other manufacturing and 
non-manufacturing industries. It should be noted 
that head offices and auxiliary units which are 
Surveyed separately are not included in the estab- 
lishment count, (see following notes on head offices 
and auxiliary units). 


Head Offices and Auxiliary Units 


All head offices and auxiliary units of com- 
panies classified to the manufacturing industries 
such as sales offices, administrative offices, ware- 
houses, laboratories, etc. are now surveyed as part 
of the Census of Manufactures. 


These head offices and auxiliary units are 
either included in an establishment report or are 
Surveyed by means of the head office questionnaire. 
The former is the most common case where a Single 
establishment firm has its executive personnel, 
sales office, etc. located at the site of the manu- 
facturing plant (establishment). The special head 
office questionnaire is generally used where a 
firm, regardless of the number of establishments, 
has separately located offices or auxiliary units. 
Such offices or units do not constitute establish- 
ments within the Census of Manufactures as they 
do not normally generate operational revenues, but 
give rise only to costs of operations (mainly 
salaries and wages) which are automatically 
included in the value of shipments or sales. Although 
not considered as establishments, and hence, not 
included in the ‘‘establishment’’ count for an 
industry, the operational costs are reflected in 
either the ‘‘Industry’’ statistics (3 or 4 digit level) 
or the ‘‘Major group’’ statistics (2 digit level) 
according to the following rules: 


(a) In the case of single establishment firms, 
Statistics for separately located offices and units 
are classified to the same industry (3 or 4 digit) 
as the establishment; 


(b) In the case of multi-establishment firms, 
the statistics for such offices and units are coded 
to the same industry as the establishments of the 
firm, when all establishments are in the same 
industry (3 or 4 digit). When establishments of 


such firms are coded (1) to different industries 
within a major group, (2) to industries in different 
major groups or (3) to industries in different divisions 
of the Standard Industrial Classification, then the 
Statistics are included in the major group totals 
(2 digit level) in which the major part of the 
company’s operations are classified. Although this 
may result in some distortion of major group statis- 
tics in the case of (2) and (3) the statistics at the 
industry (3 or 4 digit) level in all cases wili be 
left free of these company-wide data. 


Employees 


(a) Production and related workers — Manufac- 
turing activities 


In addition to those engaged in production 
and assembling activities, they include those em- 
ployed in storing, inspecting, handling, packing, 
warehousing, etc, They also include employees 
engaged in maintenance, repair, janitorial and 
watchman services and line supervisors (working 
foremen) engaged in similar work to that of the 
employees they supervise, For those establish- 
ments reporting on the ‘‘long’’ form, production 
and related workers engaged in manufacturing 
activity are reported as those receiving pay during 
the last pay period of each month, an average for 
the year being obtained by summing the monthly 
figures and dividing by 12. This procedure is fol- 
lowed even though the establishment did not 
operate in all months in order to arrive at equiva- 
lent annual full-time employment. The numbers 
are somewhat affected by turnover, in that employ- 
ment is overstated when an employee changes 
employment during a pay period. In the case of 
those establishments reporting on the ‘‘short’’ 
form, respondents are requested to report average 
annual figures. The man-hours of production and 
related workers in manufacturing activity represent 
total man-hours paid (total hours at work during 
the calendar year plus hours not worked but never- 
theless paid for, such as paid vacations, sick 
leave, Statutory holidays, etc.). Data on man-hours 
are not collected from establishments reporting on 
the short form. Man-hours for these establishments 
are estimated on the basis of ratios derived from 
the 1958 census. During this census all establish- 
ments reported on the long form. In reporting over- 
time hours, respondents are requested to report 
only hours actually at work. It should be noted 
that the division of hours paid into production and 
related workers payrolls results in average hourly 
earnings and does not represent hourly wage rates 
which are collected and published by the Depart- 
ment of Labour and which are based on selected 
occupations. 


(b) Production and related workers — Non-manu- 
facturing activities 


Such employees include those on manufac- 
turing establishments’ payrolls engaged in activities 
such as construction undertaken for the use of these 
establishments, some outside piece-workers employed 
in certain industries, logging employees who are 
reported as part of a sawmilling establishment and 
any other production workers who are not engaged 
in manufacturing-type operations. 


(c) Administrative and office employees 


This category includes all executive and 
supervisory officials such as presidents, vice- 
presidents, comptrollers, secretaries, treasurers, 
etc., together with managers, professional, technical 
and research employees, Superintendents and factory 
supervisors above the line supervisor or working 
foreman level, and clerical staffs. Also included 
are employees in activities such as advertising, 
credit collections, purchasing, personnel, legal, 
medical, etc. It should be noted that prior to 1961 
this category also included working owners and 
partners. Also included in this category are em- 
ployees located at head offices or auxiliary units 
separately located from the establishment; these 
are generally included in the figures for the province 
in which they are located according to the rules 
outlined under ‘‘Head offices and auxiliary units’’ 
above. 


(d) Sales and distribution workers 


This category includes office personnel 
whose salaries are charged to selling expense, 
travelling salesmen, driver salesmen, truckdrivers 
and their helpers, etc. It may also include some 
sales employees who are reported as part of a 
manufacturing establishment but are not working 
at the establishment’s location. These are generally 
broken down by province in cases where more than 
15 employees are involved in any one province. 
The figures exclude persons working on a commis- 
sion basis who are not considered regular employees 
of the establishment. 


(e) Total Employees 


This total comprises the foregoing categories 
including employees located at separately located 
head offices and auxiliary units. The numbers of 
employees included under categories (b), (c) and (d) 
are reported in the form of annual averages and 
represent as closely as possible full time employ- 
ment; adjustments are made when reported figures 
indicate the existence of part time or seasonal 
employment. In all the above categories, figures on 
employment refer to the calendar year whether or not 
other establishment statistics can only be reported 
on a fiscal year other than the calendar year. 


Working Owners or Partners 


These are not now included in the statistics of 
employees and salaries and wages. There is some 
duplication in numbers when a person owns more 
than one establishment and is reported as a working 
owner on each Census return. Withdrawals of working 
owners are defined as amounts withdrawn by owners 
or partners for normal living expenses excluding 
withdrawals for payment of income tax. 


Salaries and Wages 


Salaries and wages refer to gross earnings of 
employees before deductions for income tax and 
employees contributions to social services such as 
Sickness, accident and unemployment insurance, 
pensions, etc. They include all salaries. wages, 


bonuses, profits shared with employees, the value 
of room and board where provided, commissions 
(paid to regular employees only) as well as any 
other allowance forming part of the worker’s 
earnings. Payments for over-time are included. 
Figures on Salaries and wages refer to the calendar 
year. 


Fuel and Electricity 


Figures for fuel refer to amounts actually used 
(including fuel used in cars, trucks, locomotives, 
etc.), not to purchases unless the quantities are 
substantially the same. Any fuel and electricity 
produced by establishments for internal consumption 
are not included in the total cost. Values represent 
laid down cost at the establishment including freight, 
duty, etc. Although fuel and electricity used is 
considered part of manufacturing activity it should 
be noted that it also includes relatively small 
amounts used in non-manufacturing activities since 
these cannot be reported separately. 


Materials and Supplies 


(a) Manufacturing activities 


Figures represent quantities and laid down 
cost values, at the establishment, of materials, 
supplies and purchased components owned and 
used during the year in manufacturing activities 
and related processes. These statistics represent 
only commodity items or physical goods (cost of 
services or overhead charges such as advertising, 
insurance, depreciation, etc. are not included) 
whether purchased from others or received as 
transfers (in the form of materials, components or 
semi-processed goods) from other establishments 
of the reporting company. Included are maintenance 
and repair supplies not chargeable to fixed assets 
accounts and any amounts charged by other estab- 
lishments for work done on materials owned by the 
reporting establishment. Cost of repairs or main- 
tenance done by outside contractors and cost of 
returnable containers are not included. 


(b) Non-manufacturing activities 
1. Purchases for re-sale as such 


Figures represent cost of materials or 
products purchased from others by the reporting 
establishment (or received as transfers from other 
establishments of the reporting company) for re-sale 
as suchin the same condition as purchased. Included 
are any finished products received on consignment 
from other countries. 


2. Other materials and supplies used 


Figures represent the cost of materials 
and supplies, if any, used in new construction and 
in the production of machinery and equipment (for 
the use of the reporting establishment) by the estab- 
lishment’s own employees. Included are materials 
used for any capital repairs and alterations carried 
out by the establishment’s employees. Amounts 
paid to outside contractors for construction and 
repair work are not included nor is the cost of 


purchased machinery and equipment. Also included 
is the cost of office supplies not chargeable to 
fixed assets accounts and the cost of such other 
items of materials and supplies used as food, 
beverages and supplies for establishment-operated 
cafeterias and lunch counters, first aid and medical 
supplies, laboratory supplies, etc. 


Shipments 


(a) General 


The figures represent revenue from all 
production, sales, services and related activities 
of reporting establishments with shipments valued 
in Canadian dollars at the point at which the estab- 
lishment relinquishes control. The unsold portion 
at year end of consignment shipments in Canada is 
treated as inventory and not as shipments but all 
shipments to foreign countries for which the form 
B13 ‘‘Customs Canada Export Entry’’ has been 
completed, are treated as shipments. 


In those industries where work on principal 
products extends over a relatively long period, 
(Fabricated Structural Metal Industry, Aircraft and 
Parts Manufacturers, Railroad Rolling Stock Industry 
and Shipbuilding and Repair Industry) the value of 
production rather than the value of shipments is 
recorded. There are certain establishments in other 
industries which also operate on a basis of progress 
payments. For these establishments, shipments are 
also adjusted to work put in place on the basis of 
the net change in progress payments over the year. 


(b) Shipments of goods of own manufacture 


These figures represent shipments of goods 
made from own materials either in the reporting 
establishments or by other manufacturers on the 
basis of a charge to the reporting establishments 
for work done. Included are revenue from repair 
and custom work, amounts received in payment for 
work done on materials owned by other establish- 
ments and the cost (book value) of any goods 
shipped on a rental basis. 


All products and by-products of own manu- 
facture shipped from the establishment are covered, 
including transfer shipments to sales outlets, 
distributing warehouses or to other manufacturing 
plants of the reporting firm, when such units are 
treated aS separate establishments. The value of 
Shipments are net of returned goods, discounts, 
returns, allowances, sales tax and excise taxes 
and duties, returnable containers and charges for 
outward transportation by common or contract 
carriers. Transportation or delivery expense incurred 
by the reporting establishment’s own carriers are 
included. 


Shipments of goods of own manufacture of 
establishments which are coded to some other 
division of the Standard Industrial Classification 
(on the basis of principal activity) but which are 
engaged in manufacturing as a subsidiary activity 


are collected by means of the Commodity question- 
naire referred to earlier. Such shipments together 
with shipments of goods of own manufacture of 
establishments forming the universe of manufac- 
turing industries are compiled and recorded in the 
various industry publications. 


(c) Shipments of goods not of own manufacture 


These figures represent the net selling value 
at establishment (net of discounts, returns, allow- 
ances, Sales taxes and excise duties and taxes and 
transportation charges by common or contract 
catriers) of all products or materials (including 
products transferred from other establishments of 
the reporting firm) sold as such in the same condi- 
tion as purchased or received as transfers. For 
those industries which ship such goods on a rental 
basis, the value of shipments represents the book 
value of these goods. All sales of consignment 
goods from other countries are included. 


(d) Other revenue 


Figures represent the book value of fixed 
assets, if any, (new construction and machinery and 
equipment including major repairs, alterations, 
additions, modifications, installation and assembly 
work) produced during the year for the use of 
reporting establishments by the establishment’s 
own employees and for which depreciation accounts 
are maintained. Included also are any revenues from 
the sale of electricity and from any operations 
performed by the establishment’s own employees, 
such as revenue from goods produced or purchased 
for rental (the book value of such goods are included 
as part of shipments of goods of own manufacture 
or shipments of goods not of own manufacture), 
servicing revenues, commissions on sales (when 
not included in value of sales), revenue for company- 
operated cafeterias and lunch counters and revenue 
from outside installation or construction work not 
related to the establishment’s own products, sale 
of used materials (excluding sale of used fixed 
assets) research and development work, etc. As 
mentioned previously the figures do not include 
non-operating revenue such as rent, dividends, 
interest, etc. 


Inventories 
(a) Manufacturing activities 


Values represent the book values of manu- 
facturing inventory owned in Canada. Inventories 
held for which progress payments have been received 
are not included. Where progress payment accounts 
are maintained, the change in these accounts is 
treated as a net adjustment to shipments. Figures 
consist of inventory owned at the plant and at ware- 
houses or selling outlets which are treated as 
extensions of establishments for the purpose of 
reporting Shipments. Inventory owned in transit in 
Canada or on consignment in Canada is included. 
Goods shipped abroad and held in inventory are 
included in shipments. Opening inventories may 
differ from the closing inventories of the previous 
year because of changes in classification, the 


receipt of revised data, the inclusion of new estab- 
lishments and the removal of establishments which 
did not operate during the survey year. 


(b) Non-manufacturing activities 

Figures represent the book value of in- 
ventory of goods purchased for re-sale as such 
without further processing, owned by the reporting 
establishments and held at plants and at any ware- 
houses or selling outlets which are treated as 
extensions of establishments. Other characteristics 
are the same as in (a) above. 


Value Added 


(a) By manufacturing activities 


Figures are compiled by deducting the cost 
of manufacturing materials, supplies, etc. and fuel 
and electricity consumed from the (value of ship- 
ments of goods of own manufacture adjusted for 
changes in the value of inventories of finished 
goods and goods in nrocess), 


(b) By non-manufacturing activities 


The figures are compiled by deducting the 
cost of goods purchased for re-sale (adjusted for 
changes in the value of inventories of goods pur- 


chased for re-sale) and the cost of non-manufactur- 
ing materials and supplies used from the value of 
shipments of goods not of own manufacture, plus 
other revenue, 


(c) By Total activities 


The figures consist of value added by manu- 
facturing activities plus value added by non-manu- 
facturing activities. This total value added figure 
may, in some cases, be less than value added by 
manufacturing activities as a result of expenditures 
associated with non-manufacturing exceeding re- 
venues from such activities or because of a de- 
crease in inventory of goods not of own manufacture 
exceeding the mark-up on the sale of such goods. 
‘“‘Value added’’ is sometimes referred to as net 
output or net production. However, to arrive at the 
National Accounts concept of net production, or 
Gross Domestic Praduct at ‘‘Factor cost’’ it would 
be necessary to subtract also the cost of advertis- 
ing, insurance and other business expenses which 
are not collected as part of the annual Census of 
Manufactures. ‘‘Value added’’ figures for the pri- 
mary industries, manufacturing and construction 
are published in DBS publication Catalogue No. 
61-202, ‘‘Survey of Production’’. 
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CANADIAN FORESTRY STATISTICS 


With the publication of the results of the 1962 
Census of Manufacturers, the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics completed a major revision in classifi- 
cation and concepts of Division 5 (Manufacturing). 
The principal statistics for the manufacturing in- 
dustries in this publication are on this basis (the 
Revised Standard Industrial Classification and New 
Establishment Concept) for the years 1961-65. 


Beginning with 1965 identical concepts have 
been implemented for Division 2 (Major Group 1— 
Logging) of the Revised Standard Industrial Clas- 
sification but, unlike for Division 5 (Manufacturing), 
the revised data are available back to 1963 only. 
This publication includes logging principal statis- 
tics on the old basis for the years 1961 to 1964 
inclusive and on the new basis for the years 1963 
to 1965 inclusive,thus providing for atwo year overlap, 


1965 


There is a considerable difference between the 
logging statistics on the old basis and those com- 
piled on the new basis. A detailed explanation of 
these differences is given in the ‘‘Revisions to the 
Logging Statistics’’ following this report. This is 
followed by a chapter ‘‘Concepts and Definitions’’ 
aS applied to the Logging Industry Statistics (Re- 
vised Standard Industrial Classification and New 
Establishment Concept). A description of the def- 
initions and concepts followed in the statistics for 
the Manufacturing Industries was included in the 
1963-64 issue of this publication. 


Table 8 gives the Estimated Production on 
Farm Woodlots by Products and Provinces. Formerly 
this table was included in Catalogue No. 25-201, 
“‘Logging’’.

REVISIONS TO THE LOGGING STATISTICS 


During the past few years, the Manufacturing 
and Primary Industries Division of DBS has 
implemented the revised Standard Industrial Clas- 
sification and the new establishment definition in 
connection with the manufacturing industries of 
Canada. Periodic reports concerning this project 
have been published in the Canadian Statistical 
Review, in particular, the May 1961 issue ‘‘The 
Standard Industrial Classification’’, the July 1961 
issue ‘‘Forthcoming Changes in the Census of 
Industry’’, and the August 1964 issue ‘The 
Revised Standard Industrial Classification and the 
Effect of Its Implementation Upon Tables in the 
Canadian Review’’. 


This project has now been completed with 
statistics for the period 1957 and following years 
published according to these concepts for the 
manufacturing activities of manufacturing estab- 
lishments. In addition, the statistics for 1961 
and following years also reflect the inclusion of 
the non-manufacturing activities of manufacturing 
establishments, i.e., the total activity concept. 


The Manufacturing and Primary Industries 
Division now has implemented identical concepts 
for Division 2 (Major Group 1 — Logging) of the 
revised Standard Industrial Classification but, 
unlike for Division 5 (Manufacturing) the revised 
data are available back to 1963 only. The 1965 
logging publication includes the statistics on 
both the old and new bases for 1963 and 1964 and 
on the new basis only for 1965 thus providing for 
a two year linking period. 


As there is a considerable difference between 
the series presented on the old basis and that 
compiled on the new basis the following explana- 
tion is provided in respect of the nature of these 
differences and, where possible, the provision of 
quantitative measures that will allow reconcilia- 
tion of the two series of statistics during the 
period of overlap. 


Estimates of Total Production 


These will be continued and will be presented 
in conjunction with the logging statistics on the 
new basis. The estimates are based on the follow- 
ing Sources: 


1. Annual Crownland production data (Provincial 
and Federal). 


2. The Decennial and Quinquennial Censuses of 
Agriculture. These provide data on farm woodlot 
production. Estimates for intercensal years are 
based on information collected with the Annual 
June Crop Survey, conducted by Agriculture 
Division of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 


3. Annual Private Land Production Surveys. These 
consist of asample survey of small land holdings 
and a Census of large land holdings. Such 


surveys covering the fiscal year 1965-66 have 
been conducted in Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 
and Manitoba as joint DBS — Provincial pro- 
jects. 


4, Other Provincial surveys pertaining to produc- 
tion from private lands, where available. 


5. Data onthe production of pulpwood for domestic 
consumption, supplied monthly by the pulp and 
paper mills. 


6. Wood consumption data in conjunction with 
import and export statistics. 


Some of these sources of information overlap 
and some gaps exist which necessitates the use 
of estimation to a certain extent. For this reason 
the end-result is presented as an ‘‘estimate’’ of 
the total production. 


Estimates of Value of Total Production 


These estimates have been discontinued, 
beginning with 1965. They were based on the 
estimates of total production and values of deliv- 
eries reported by logging establishments (which 
are mixtures of selling values and inter company 
transfer values), market values and estimated 
values of the farm woodlot production. DBS is of 
the opinion that the validity of the resulting gross 
value of production estimates is open to question. 


Other Elements of Principal Statistics (Old basis) 


These estimates have, of course, also been 
discontinued, beginning with 1965. They were 
based on provincial cost-ratios derived from 
selected returns received from logging establish- 
ments which were applied to the estimated total 
production and the estimates of gross value of 
production. A bias was introduced by the fact that 
in the calculation of these ratios the large 
logging operations, which are —in general — 
better reporters, were relatively better represented 
than the smaller operations which have different 
operational characteristics. 


Another difficulty was caused by the fact 
that many logging operations use the services of 
independent logging contractors for some phases 
of their operations. This made it difficult to avoid 
omissions and duplications in the reports used for 
establishing the required ratios. The validity of 
the resulting estimates of ‘‘cost of supplies’’ and 
‘net value of production’’ is, of course, also 
affected by the difficulties’ in establishing the 
gross value for production, mentioned in the pre- 
vious paragraph. 


Logging Industry Statistics — (New basis) (Be- 
ginning 1965) 


With the implementation of the new concepts 
to the statistics of the logging industry the ‘‘gross 
value of production’’ and the ‘‘net value of pro- 


duction’’ have been replaced by the ‘‘value of 
shipments of the logging industry’’ and the ‘‘value 
added by logging’’ (certain elements included in 
the ‘‘net value of production’’ are not included in 
the ‘‘value added by logging’’ but only in the 
‘‘total value added’’). However, for various 
reasons that will be discussed in the following, 
considerable differences occur between the ‘‘gross 
value of production’’ and the ‘‘net value of pro- 
duction’’ (old basis) and the ‘‘value of shipments’’ 
and ‘‘value added’’ (new basis). 


Gross Value of Production (Old basis) Versus 
Value of Shipments (New basis) 


Table 6 shows the estimated gross value of 
production while Table 6A shows the value of 
shipments of the logging industry. 


It has been noted already that the validity of 
the estimates of gross value of production is open 
to question. In addition it is to be noted that the 
gross value of production (old basis) includes the 
estimated value of considerable quantities of wood 
that are not included in the value of shipments 
of the logging industry (new basis). The reason 
for this lies in the fact that large quantities of 
wood are produced inoperations that do not qualify 
as “‘establishments’’ (accounting units) belonging 
to the ‘‘logging industry’’ as defined in the revised 
Standard Industrial Classification. Thus’ the 
“logging industry’’ does not include: 


1. Logging operations conducted by sawmill estab- 
lishments (not maintaining separate records for 
their logging operations). 


. Farm woodlot operations. 


. Any logging operations producing less than 
60 M cu. ft. per annum. These have been ex- 
cluded as it is doubtful that many of these very 
small operations would qualify as ‘‘logging 
establishments’’ (i.e. maintaining separate 
accounting records). 


Another reason for expecting lower values in 
the ‘‘value of shipments’’ lies in the fact that the 
coverage of the ‘‘logging industry’’ is not com- 
plete. Certain elements of the logging industry 
are rather elusive and have, so far, eScaped the 
Annual Census of Logging. This gap is not filled 
by estimation. Active co-operation of the provin- 
Cial agencies, interested in this field, is sought 
in an effort to fill the gap in so far as this is 
practical, 


On the other hand the value of shipments of 
the logging industry includes elements of dupli- 
cation that were not present in the gross value of 
production. Such duplication occurs when reporting 
logging establishments purchase wood from other 
reporting logging establishments. This happens 
on a large scale. 


The net effect of these divergent influences 
appears to be that the estimated gross value of 
production in 1963 and 1964 worked out to approx- 
imately the same level as the value of shipments 
of the logging industry. 


oe 


Net Value of Production (Old basis) Versus Value 
Added (New basis) 


As explained in the previous paragraph the 
statistics of the logging industry (new basis) do 
not include all of the total logging activity. Unlike 
the value of shipments ‘‘value added’’ is free of 
duplication and ‘‘value added’’ of the logging 
industry works out considerably lower than the 
‘‘estimated net value of production’’ on the old 
basis. The difference is further increased by the 
fact that the ‘‘net value of production’’ includes 
stumpage and royalty while the ‘‘value added’’ 
does not include these items because, in the 
Census of Logging (new basis) they have been 
treated as material costs. 


Reconciliation of Statistics on the Old and on the 
New Basis 


For purposes of reconciliation of the statistics 
on the old basis and the new basis an attempt 
has been made to allocate the estimated total 
production (quantity) and the estimated ‘‘net value 
of production’’ to four categories, i.e. the Logging 
Industry, the Sawmill Industry, Farm Woodlot and 
‘‘Other’’. The results are given in Tables A, B 
and C immediately following these notes. It is 
to be noted that the percentage given in these 
tables are approximations only. The previously 
discussed difficulties in arriving at estimates of 
total production and, particularly, of gross and net 
values of total production, make it impossible to 
arrive at a reconciliation in detail with a high 
degree of accuracy. 


It has not been possible to distribute the 
‘*net value of production’’ in British Columbia 
over the four categories, mentioned in the previous 
paragraph. However, considering Table A one 
would expect that the sum of the total value added 
of the logging industry in 1964 ($231,113,000) 
and the reported stumpage and_ royalties 
($39,504,000) would amount to approximately 93 
per cent of the estimated net value of production 
($405,036,000). However, this calculation leaves 
a gap of some $100,000,000. While the uncertain- 
ties, outlined in the foregoing, indicate that this 
is not a very definite figure there are very definite 
reasons for the existence of a gap. The more impor- 
tant reasons are the following: 


1. The differences in value due to location are 
considerable. This poses problems of weighting 
in the course of estimating the ‘‘gross value of 
production’’ from which the ‘‘net value of pro- 
duction’’ is derived. This difficulty is com- 
pounded by the fact that, at the logging stage, 
veneer logs, sawlogs and pulp logs are not 
identified while considerable value differences 
exist between the different grades of logs. 


. Some logging establishments are valuing deliv- 
eries at inter company transfer prices which 
are considerably lower than market prices. 
This procedure is accepted provided that the 
receiving manufacturing establishments value 
the wood on the same basis. (Some reporting 
errors have been madein this respect.) However, 
such reporting procedures have the effect of 


lowering the value added associated with the 
logging industry while increasing the value 
added associated with the manufacturing in- 
dustries (Veneer and Plywood Industry, Sawmill 
Industry, Pulp and Paper Industry, etc.). 


3. Some stumpage and royalty payments do not 
appear in the logging statistics because some 
license holders do not conduct any logging 
operations them-selves but operate through 
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contractors. Such licence holders are not sub- 
ject to the Census of Logging and consequently 
their stumpage and royalty payments are not 
included in the logging statistics. 


4. Because DBS lists are not complete for this 
volatile industry, some contractors engaged in 
operations such as yarding, trucking, etc. are 
not yet included inthe survey. AS a consequence 
their operations and the associated value added 
are not included in the logging statistics.

CONCEPTS AND DEFINITIONS 


Census of Logging 


General 


The Census of Logging is an annual mail survey covering 
Canada’s Logging Industry. It is based on the Standard Clas- 
sification of Industries and full details concerning the system 
may be found in the Standard Industrial Classification manual, 
Catalogue No. 12-501 which is available from the Queen’s 
Printer or the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. Principal sta- 
tistics are collected and compiled by province. However, they 
cannot always be published on that basis, because of the 
confidential nature of the data in certain provinces. 


The reporting unit for the Census is designated as the 
establishment (see definition of Establishment in following 
section) and a return is requested from every establishment 
classified to the logging industry. Although respondents are 
required to submit reports covering the calendar year, finan- 
cial year reports other than the calendar year are accepted in 
instances where respondents find it impossible to supply 
calendar year data from accounting records. When an estab- 
lishment is operated for only part of a year a report is re- 
quired covering the period of operation. 


There are two different questionnaires used in the Cen- 
sus of Logging; (a) short form and (b) long form. These forms 
are used to obtain principal statistics and commodities 
shipped from establishments classified to the logging industry 
and differ only in the amount of detail requested. The short 
form is sent to small operators generally reporting production 
of less than 500 M cu. ft. or revenue of less than $100,000. 


The statistical framework within which the Census of 
Logging is now carried out is based on the following concepts 
and definitions which have been developed as part of a gen- 
eral programme to achieve a fully integrated system of eco- 
nomic statistics. 


Establishment 


A logging establishment is typically a unit which is en- 
gaged in logging and related activities (such as felling, 
bucking, skidding, hauling, trucking, booming, towing, etc.). 
In most cases, the establishment coincides with the firm. 
However, firms that have more than one establishment are 
requested to submit a separate Census of Logging report for 
each logging establishment which can meet the reporting 
requirements embodied in the following definition of the 
“establishment’’: 


“‘The smallest unit which is a separate operating entity 
capable of reporting the following principal statistics: 


Materials and supplies purchased 

Goods purchased for resale as such 

Fuel and power purchased 

Number of employees and salaries and wages 
Man-days worked and paid 

Inventories 


Shipments or sales.”’ 


Each establishment is required to report on all the activi- 
ties carried out within its accounting boundaries (except 
income from investments such as rent, interest and dividends) 
and data on the different activities (logging, merchandising, 
construction by own labour force, revenue from services, 
etc.) are requested to be reported separately. It should be 
noted that the statistics for separate activities are not com- 
pletely consistent since some respondents cannot distinguish, 
in their records, materials, shipments and inventories relating 
solely to their logging activities. Complete consistency, 
therefore, can be obtained only at the ‘‘all operations”’ (total 
activity) level and for studies or statistical measures re- 
quiring accurate co-ordinated data, the ‘‘total’’ statistics 
should be used. 


The number of establishments represents the number of 
operating units that are principally engaged in logging activ- 
ities. These units do not represent the total number engaged 
in logging operations. Numerous logging operations are con- 
ducted by establishments classified to other industries (e.g. 
the sawmill industry) and by farmers and other individuals. 


Employees 
(a) Production and related workers — Logging activity 


In addition to those engaged in production, they in- 
clude employees engaged in maintenance, repair, janitorial, 
cooking and watchman services and working foremen engaged 
in similar work to that of the employees they supervise. The 
average number of production and related workers engaged in 
logging is calculated by dividing the reported number of man- 
days paid during the year by 240 in British Columbia and 270 
in the other provinces, The number of man-hours paid is cal- 
culated on the basis of 8 hours per day in British Columbia 
and 9 hours per day in other provinces. It should be noted 
that the division of hours paid into production and related 
workers payrolls results in average hourly earnings and does 
not represent hourly wage rates which are collected and 
published by the Department of Labour and which are based 
on selected occupations. 


(b) Production and related workers — Non-logging activ- 
ities 
Such employees include those on logging establish- 
ments’ payrolls engaged in activities such as construction 
undertaken for the use of these establishments and any other 
production workers who are not engaged in logging-type oper- 
ations. 


(c) Administrative and office employees 


This category includes all executive and supervisory 
officials such as presidents, vice-presidents, comptrollers, 
secretaries, treasurers, etc., together with managers, profes- 
sional, technical and research employees, superintendents, 
supervisors above the working foreman level, clerical staffs, 
scalers and employees in activities such as purchasing, per- 
sonnel, legal, medical, etc. 


(d) Total employees 


The numbers of employees included under categories 
(a), (b) and (c) are reported in the form of annual averages 
and represent as closely as possible full time employment; 
adjustments are made when reported figures indicate the 
existence of part time or seasonal employment. 


It should be noted that the statistics on the old basis 
(in use prior to 1965) give total ‘‘employment’’ and ‘‘salaries 
and wages’’ and that working owners and partners were in- 
cluded. 


Working Owners or Partners 


These are not now includedin the statistics of employees 
and salaries and wages. There is some duplication in num- 
bers when a person owns more than one establishment and is 
reported as a working owner on each Census return. With- 
drawals of working owners are defined as amounts withdrawn 
by owners or partners for normal living expenses excluding 
withdrawals for payment of income tax. 


Salaries and Wages 


Salaries and wages refer to gross earnings of employees 
before deductions for income tax and employees’ contributions 
to social services such as sickness, accident and unem- 
ployment insurance, pensions, etc. They include all salaries, 
wages, bonuses, profits shared with employees, the value of 
room and board where provided, commissions (paid to regular 


employees only) as well as any other allowance forming part 
of the worker’s earnings. Payments for over-time are included. 


Fuel and Electricity 


Figures for fuel refer to amounts purchased (including 
fuel for cars, trucks, locomotives, etc.). Any fuel and elec- 
tricity produced by establishments for internal consumption 
are not included in the total cost. Values represent laid down 
cost at the establishment including freight, duty, etc. Al- 
though fuel and electricity is considered part of logging 
activity statistics it should be noted that it also includes 
relatively small amounts used in non-logging activities since 
these cannot be reported separately. 


Materials and Supplies 


(a) Logging activity 


Figures represent quantities and laid down cost val- 
ues, at the establishment, of materials and supplies purchased 
during the year for use in logging activities and related proc- 
esses. This includes purchases of food, van supplies, etc., 
as well as payments for stumpage and royalties. These sta- 
tistics represent only commodity items or physical goods 
(cost of services or overhead charges such as advertising, 
insurance, depreciation, etc., are not included) whether pur- 
chased from others or received as transfers from other estab- 
lishments of the reporting company. Included are maintenance 
and repair supplies not chargeable to fixed assets accounts 
and any amounts paid to others for logging work done on a 
contract basis. Cost of repairs or maintenance done by out- 
side contractors are not included.” 


(b) Non-logging activities 


Figures represent the cost of materials and supplies, 
if any, used in new construction and in the production of 
machinery and equipment (for the use of the reporting estab- 
lishment) by the establishment’s own employees. Included 
are materials used for any capital repairs and alterations 
carried out by the establishment’s employees. Amounts paid 
to outside contractors for construction and repair work are 
not included nor is the cost of purchased machinery and 
equipment. Also included is the cost of office supplies not 
chargeable to fixed assets accounts. 


Revenue 


General 


The figures represent revenue from all production, sales, 
services and related activities of reporting establishment 
with shipments valued in Canadian dollars at the point at 
which the establishment relinquishes control. 


(a) Revenue — Logging activity 


These figures represent deliveries of wood produced 
either by the reporting establishment or by contractors on 
the basis of a charge to the reporting establishment for work 
done as well as wood purchased from various sources. In- 
cluded are revenue from repair work and amounts received in 
payment for work done on materials owned by other establish- 
ments. Beginning in 1965 the logging revenue also includes 
revenue from van sales (including gasoline and oil) and 
amounts received from board and lodging. In the statistics for 
1963 and 1964 these items were included in the non-logging 
revenue but the purchases were (and still are) included in the 
logging inputs. 


All products shipped from the establishment are covered, 
including transfer shipments to other logging establishments 
or to log supply divisions, sawmills, shingle mills, veneer 
and plywood mills, pulp and paper mills, etc., of the reporting 
firm, when such units are treated as separate establishments. 
The value of shipments are net of allowances, sales tax, 
excise taxes and duties, and charges for outward transpor- 
tation by common or contract carriers. Transportation or de- 
livery expense incurred by the reporting establishment’s own 
carriers are included. 


(b) Non-logging revenue 


Figures represent the book value of fixed assets, if 
any, (new construction and machinery and equipment including 
major repairs, alterations, additions, modifications, instal- 
lation and assembly work) produced during the year for the 
use of reporting establishments by the establishment’s own 
employees and for which depreciation accounts are main- 
tained. Included also are any revenues from the sale of elec- 
tricity and from the sale of used materials (excluding sale of 
used fixed assets), research and development work, etc. As 
mentioned previously the figures do not include non-operating 
revenue such as rent, dividends, interest, etc. 


Inventories 


Values represent the book values of inventories owned 
in Canada. This may include wood in transit in Canada. 
Opening inventories may differ from the closing inventories 
of the previous year because of changes in classification, 
the receipt of revised data, the inclusion of new establish- 
ments and the removal of establishments which did not oper- 
ate during the survey year. 


Value Added 


(a) By logging activities 


Figures are compiled by deducting the cost of the 
purchases of logging materials, supplies, etc. and fuel and 
electricity from the value of shipments (adjusted for changes 
in the value of inventories). 


(b) By non-logging activities 


The figures are compiled by deducting the cost of 
non-logging materials and supplies used from the value of 
non-logging revenue. 


(c) By total activities 


The figures consist of value added by logging activ- 
ities plus value added by non-logging activities. This total 
value added figure may, in some cases, be less than value 
added by logging activities as a result of expenditures asso- 
ciated with non-logging activities exceeding revenues from 
such activities. ‘‘Value added’’ is sometimes referred to as 
net output or net production. However, to arrive at the Nation- 
al Accounts concept of net production, or Gross Domestic 
Product at ‘‘Factor cost’’ it would be necessary to subtract 
also the cost of advertising, insurance and other business 
expenses which are not collected as part of the annual Cen- 
sus of Logging. ‘‘Value added’’ figures for the primary in- 
dustries, manufacturing and construction are published in 
DBS publication Catalogue No. 61-202. ‘‘Survey of Produc- 
tion’’.

CANADIAN FORESTRY STATISTICS 


STATISTIQUES FORESTIERES DU CANADA 


The principal statistics of Division 5 (Manufac- 
turing) are based on the Revised Standard Industrial 
Classification and New Establishment Concept. 


Beginning with 1965 identical concepts have 
been implemented for Division 2 (Major Group 
1 — Logging) of the Revised Standard Industrial Clas- 
sification but, unlike for Division 5 (Manufacturing) 
the revised data are available back to 1963 only. This 
publication includes logging principal statistics on the 
old basis for the years 1961 to 1964 inclusive and on 
the new basis for the years 1963 to 1966 inclusive, 
thus providing for a two year overlap. 


There is a considerable difference between the 
logging statistics on the old basis and those compiled 
on the new basis. A detailed explanation of these dif- 
ferences is given in the “Revisions to the Logging Sta- 
tistics” in the 1965 publication. This is followed by a 
chapter “Concepts and Definitions” as applied to the 
Logging Industry Statistics (Revised Standard Indus- 
trial Classification and New Establishment Concept). A 
description of definitions and concepts followed in the 
Statistics for the Manufacturing Industries was included 
in the 1963 - 64 issue of this publication. 


1966 


Les statistiques principales de la branche S (indus- 


trie manufacturiére) sont fondées sur la Classification 
type des industries revisée et sur le nouveau concept

Depuis 1965, des concepts identiques s’appliquent a 
la branche 2 (groupe principal 1 — abattage) de la Classi- 
fication type des industries revisée mais, contrairement a 
la branche 5 (industrie manufacturiére) les données recti- 
fiés ne sont connues que depuis 1963. La présente publi- 
cation renferme les statistiques principales de l’abattage, 
fondées sur l’ancienne base pour les année 1961 a 1964 
inclusivement, et sur la nouvelle base pour les années 1963 
a 1966 inclusivement, ce qui fait une période de che- 
vauchement de deux ans. 


Il y a une différence considérable entre les statisti- 
ques de l’abattage fondées sur l’ancienne base et celles 
établies sur la nouvelle base.

STATISTIQUES FORESTIERES DU CANADA 


The principal statistics of Division 5 (Manufac- 
turing) are based on the Revised Standard Industrial 
Classification and New Establishment Concept. 


Beginning with 1965 identical concepts have 
been implemented for Division 2 (Major Group 
1 — Logging) of the Revised Standard Industrial Clas- 
sification but, unlike for Division 5 (Manufacturing) 
the revised data are available back to 1963 only. This 
publication includes logging principal statistics on the 
old basis for the years 1961 to 1964 inclusive and on 
the new basis for the years 1963 to 1967 inclusive, 
thus providing for a two year overlap. 


There is a considerable difference between the 
logging statistics on the old basis and those compiled 
on the new basis. A detailed explanation of these dif- 
ferences is given in the “Revisions to the Logging Sta- 
tistics” in the 1965 publication. This is followed by a 
chapter “Concepts and Definitions” as applied to the 
Logging Industry Statistics (Revised Standard Indus- 
trial Classification and New Establishment Concept). A 
description of definitions and concepts followed in the 
Statistics for the Manufacturing Industries was included 
in the 1963 - 64 issue of this publication.

trie manufacturiére) sont fondées sur la Classification 
type des industries revisée et sur le nouveau concept 
de l’établissement. 


Depuis 1965, des concepts identiques s’appliquent a 
la branche 2 (groupe principal 1 — abattage) de la Classi- 
fication type des industries revis¢ée mais, contrairement a 
la branche 5 (industrie manufacturiére) les données recti- 
fiés ne sont connues que depuis 1963. La présente publi- 
cation renferme les statistiques principales de l’abattage, 
fondées sur l’ancienne base pour les année 1961 a 1964 
inclusivement, et sur la nouvelle base pour les années 1963 
a 1967 inclusivement, ce qui fait une période de che- 
vauchement de deux ans. 


Il y a une différence considérable entre les statisti- 
ques de l’abattage fondées sur l’ancienne base et celles 
établies sur la nouvelle base. Ces différences sont expli- 
quées en détail dans les “Modifications de la statistique de 
Vabattage” de la publication de 1965. Ces renseignements 
sont suivis d’un chapitre sur les “Concepts et définitions”’ 
qui s’appliquent 4 la statistique de l’industrie de l’abattage 
(Classification type des industries et nouveau concept de 
l’établissement). La livraison de 1963 - 1964 de la preé- 
sente publication donne une description des définitions et 
des concepts utilisés dans la statistique des industries 
manufacturiéres.

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STATISTIQUES FORESTIERES DU CANADA 


The principal statistics of Division 5 (Manufac- 
turing) are based on the Revised Standard Industrial 
Classification and New Establishment Concept. 


Beginning with 1965 identical concepts have 
been implemented for Division 2 (Major Group 
1 — Logging) of the Revised Standard Industrial Clas- 
sification but, unlike for Division 5 (Manufacturing) 
the revised data are available back to 1963 only. This 
publication includes logging principal statistics on the 
old basis for the years 1961 to 1964 inclusive and on 
the new basis for the years 1963 to 1968 inclusive, 


- thus providing for a two year overlap. 


There is a considerable difference between the 
logging statistics on the old basis and those compiled 
on the new basis. A detailed explanation of these dif- 
ferences is given in the “Revisions to the Logging Sta- 
tistics” in the 1965 publication. This is followed by a 
chapter “Concepts and Definitions” as applied to the 
Logging Industry Statistics (Revised Standard Indus- 
trial Classification and New Establishment Concept). A 
description of definitions and concepts followed in the 
statistics for the Manufactuying Industries was included 
in the 1963 and 1964 issue of this publication.

Principal Statistics — 
sogging, the average number of production and 
related workers engaged in logging is calcu- 
lated by dividing the reported number of man- 
days paid during the year by 240 in British 
Columbia and 270 in the other provinces. The 
number of man-hours paid is calculated on the 
basis of 8 hours per day in British Columbia 
md 9 hours per day in other provinces. It 
should be noted that the division of hours 
paid into production and related workers pay- 
rolls results in average hourly earnings and 
does not represent hourly wage rates which 
are collected and published by the Department 
£ Labour and which are based on selected 
ccupations.

Depuis 1965, des concepts identiques s'appli- 
quent a la branche 2 (groupe principal 1 — abatta- 
ge) de la Classification type revisée des industries 
mais, contrairement a la branche 5 (industrie manu- 
facturiére) les données rectifiées ne sont connues 
que depuis 1963.

NATIONAL FOREST INVENTORY 


Forest Land 


The 1968 National Forest Inventory reported an 
area of 1,244,291 sq. miles of forest land. Of this, 
26,616 sq. miles are reserved by legislation for pri- 
mary uses other than timber production. 


On the basis of present inventories it is estim- 
ated that the balance is comprised of 919,208 sq. miles 
suitable for regular harvest and 298,467 sq. miles sui- 
table for irregular harvest. As inventories are refi- 
ned and extended it can be anticipated that these figu- 
res will change. 


Table 1 shows the areas in thousands of acres, of 
these three categories of forest land by province and 
territory. 


Inventories of the forest resources are made pe- 
riodically by provincial forest authorities and, with 
their co-operation, the Canadian Forestry Service of the 
Department of the Environment compiles national statis- 
tics. The latest estimates of the merchantable timber, 
by province, appear in Tables 3 and 4. These esti- 
mates are also subject to constant revision as more 
accurate and complete inventories are compiled. 


The volumes of timber reported in the 1968 
National Forest Inventory are smaller than those repor- 
ted previously despite more extensive inventory cove- 
rage. This is the result of two factors; first the 1963 
Inventory, which was the basis for previously published 
information, provided rough estimates of timber volumes 
in Labrador and the Territories. In the absence of 
reliable data, none are currently published. The second 
factor relates to procedures adopted in British Colum- 
bia where data on volumes of mature timber only were 
compiled. 


Tenure and State of Non-reserved Forest Land 


Provincial Crown forest land constitutes 69 % of 
the non-reserved forest land of Canada leaving 23 % 
under federal jurisdiction and 8 % in private ownership. 
Of the provincial forest land, 69 % is allocated to 
timber production while in the case of federal forest 
land the figure is less than 2 % Precise use of pri- 
vate forest land is a matter of speculation. However, 
individual studies and limited statistics suggest that 
timber production still predominates despite a tendency 
to convert some of this land to recreational use. At 
the time of the 1968 Inventory, 10 % of the non-reser- 
ved forest land was considered inadequately stocked 
for timber production. 


L'INVENTAIRE NATIONAL DES FORETS 


1968 


Terres boisées 


L'Inventaire national des foréts de 1968 indique qu'il y 
avait 1,244,291 milles carrés de terres boisées. De ce nombre, 
26,616 milles carrés sont réservés, aux termes de la loi, a 
des utilisations premiéres autres que la production de bois. 


En se fondant sur les inventaires actuels, on estime que 
le reste de la surface boisée comprend 919,208 milles carrés 
propres a une récolte réguliére, et 298,467 milles carrés pro- 
pres a une récolte irréguliére. Au fur et a mesure que les 
inventaires deviennent plus précis et plus complets, il est a 
prévoir que ces chiffres changeront. 


Le Tableau 1 contient la superficie, en milliers d'acres 
de ces trois catégories de terres boisées par province et ter- 
ritoire. 


Les autorités provinciales font périodiquement des inven- 
taires forestiers et, grace a leur collaboration, le Service 
canadien des foréts du ministére de l'Environnement établit des 
statistiques & 1'échelle du pays. Les Tableaux 3 et 4 donne les 
plus récentes estimations du bois marchand, par province. Ces 
estimations sont aussi mises a jour a mesure que les inventaires 
sont plus précis et plus complets. 


Le volume du bois déclaré lors de 1'Inventaire national 
des foréts de 1968 est inférieur a celui des inventaires pré- 
cédents malgré un champs d'inventaire plus grand. Cette situ- 
ation est due a deux facteurs: en premier lieu, l'inventaire de 
1963 a servi de base aux renseignements publiés auparavant et 
il fournissait une estimation brute des volumes du bois du La- 
brador et des Territoires. En l'absence des données valables, 
rien n'est actuellement publié Aa cet égard. Le second facteur 
a trait aux procédés adoptés par la Colombie-Britannique ot 
l'on a exclusivement recueilli des renseignements sur le volume 
de bois arrivé a maturité. 


Régime foncier et état des terres boisées non réservées 


Les terres boisées provinciales de la Couronne consti- 
tuent 69 % des terres boisées non réservées au Canada; le 
reste reléve 4 23 % de l'administration fédérale et appartient 
a 8% a des propriétaires privés. Les terres boisées provin- 
ciales sont consacrées a 69 % & la production de bois, alors 
qu'au niveau fédéral, ce taux est inférieur a 2 %. L'utilisa-— 
tion précise des terres boissées privées reléve uniquement de 
la supposition. Toutefois, des études particuli@res et des 
statistiques restreintes laissent entendre que la production de 
bois domine toujours m@éme s'il existe une tendance a convertir 
une partie de ces terres a des utilisations récréatives.

NATIONAL FOREST INVENTORY 


Forest Land 


The 1968 National Forest Inventory reported an 
area of 1,244,291 sq. miles of forest land. Of this, 
26,616 sq. miles are reserved by legislation for pri- 
mary uses other than timber production. 


On the basis of present inventories it is esti- 
mated that the balance is comprised of 919,208 sq. miles 
suitable for regular harvest and 298,467 sq. miles suit- 
able for irregular harvest. As inventories are refined 
and extended it can be anticipated that these figures 
will change. 


Table 1 shows the areas in thousands of acres, of 
these three categories of forest land by province -and 
territory. 


Inventories of the forest resources are made pe- 
riodically by provincial forest authorities and, with 
their co-operation, the Canadian Forestry Service of the 
Department of the Environment compiles national statis- 
tics. The latest estimates of the merchantable timber, 
by province, appear in Tables 3 and 4. These esti- 
mates are also subject to constant revision as more 
accurate and complete inventories are compiled. 


The volumes of timber reported in the 1968 
National Forest Inventory are smaller than those report- 
ed previously despite more extensive inventory cov- 
erage. This is the result of two factors; first the 
1963 Inventory, which was the basis for previously pub- 
lished information, provided rough estimates of timber 
volumes in Labrador and the Territories. In the absence 
of reliable data, none are currently published. The 
second factor relates to procedures adopted in British 
Columbia where data on volumes of mature timber only 
were compiled. 


Tenure and State of Non-Reserved Forest Land 


Provincial Crown forest land constitutes 69 % of 
the non=-reserved forest land of Canada leaving 23 % 
under federal jurisdiction and 8 % in private ownership. 
Of the provincial forest land, 69 % is allocated to 
timber production while in the case of federal forest 
land the figure is less than 2 %. Precise use of pri- 
vate forest land is a matter of speculation. However, 
individual studies and limited statistics suggest that 
timber production still predominates despite a tendency 
to convert some of this land to recreational use. At 
the time of the 1968 Inventory, 10 % of the non-re 
served forest land was considered inadequately stocked 
for timber production. 


L'INVENTAIRE NATIONAL DES FORETS 


Terres boisées 


L'Inventaire national des foréts de 1968 indique qu'il y 
avait 1,244,291 milles carrés de terres boisées.

CANADIAN FORESTRY STATISTICS 


The principal statistics of Division 5 (Manufac- 
turing) are based on the 1970 Standard Industrial Classi- 
fication, 


Beginning with 1965 identical concepts were imple- 
mented for Division 2 (Major Group 1 — Logging) of the 
Revised Standard Industrial Classification but, unlike 
for Division 5 (Manufacturing) the revised data are 
available back to 1963 only. 


The category Logs and Bolts in Tables 5, 7 and 9 
includes considerable quantities of logs which will be 
used as pulpwood and as a consequence the category pulp- 
wood appears to be smaller than it ought to be. This is 
due to the fact that many integrated operations in 
reporting production and deliveries do not distinguish 
between sawlogs, veneer logs and pulpwood. While this 
is most prevalent in British Columbia a similar 
practice is developing in some of the other provinces. 


In Table 6. Principal Statistics — Logging, the 
average number of production and related workers 
engaged in logging is calculated by dividing the 
reported number of man-days paid during the year by 240 
in British Columbia and 270 in the other provinces. 

The number of man-hours paid is calculated on the basis 
of 8 hours per day in British Columbia and 9 hours per 
day in other provinces. It should be noted that the 
division of hours paid into production and related 
workers payrolls results in average hourly earnings and 


does not represent hourly wage rates which are collected 


and published by Labour Canada and which are based on 
selected occupations. 


Prior to the 1970 issue, many units of measure 
(M ft. b.m., cords, M cubic feet, number of pieces) 
were used in reporting quantities of roundwood. As 
the cunit (100 cubic feet of solid wood) is a more 
exact measure of volume, it has gradually become the 
Most common unit of measure, therefore, as in the 1970 
issue all estimates of roundwood production and 
shipments of roundwood are shown in cunits. Quantities 
of roundwood exported and imported have where possible 
also been shown in cunits, the one exception being Logs 
and Bolts which are still reported in M ft. b.m.. (See 
Table 12 for conversion factors). 


Tables covering Capital and Repair Expenditures 
of the forest industries have, for the first time, been 
included in this publication. The six new tables are:

STATISTIQUES FORESTIERES DU CANADA 


1971 


Les statistiques principales de la division 5 (industrie 
manufacturiére) sont fondées sur la Classification des acti- 
vités économiques de 1970, 


Depuis 1965, des concepts identiques s'appliquent a la 
branche 2 (groupe principal 1 — exploitation forestiére) de la 
Classification révisée des activités économiques mais, contrai- 
rement 4 la branche 5 (industrie manufacturiére) les données 
rectifiées ne sont connues que depuis 1963. 


Dans les Tableaux 5, 7 et 9 de grandes quantités de bois 
& pate sont incluses avec les billes et les billots. Ceci 
s'explique du fait que de nombreux établissements en Colombie- 
Britannique ont intégré les opérations de production de billes 
de sciage, de billes de déroulage et de bois A pate, et ne 
tiennent pas de comptes séparés pour ces produits; ils les 
produisent et les expédient plutdt comme billes et billots, et 
le tri se fait aux usines de fabrication. Ceci se produit sur 
une moins vaste échelle, mais de plus en plus, dans d'autres 
provinces par suite du plus grand nombre d'exploitations od 
l'on apporte l'arbre sur toute sa longueur A l'usine, pour en 
extraire les billes de sciage et le bois A pate. 


Dans le Tableau 6. Statistiques principales — exploita- 
tion forestiére, le nombre moyen des travailleurs de la produc- 
tion et assimilés qui s'adonnent 4 l'exploitation forestiére 
est calculé en divisant le nombre des jours-hommes déclarés 
payés durant l'année par 240 en Colombie-Britannique et par 
270 dans les autres provinces. Le nombre d'heures-hommes payées 
est calculé sur la base de huit heures par jour en Colombie- 
Britannique et de neuf heures par jour dans les autres provinces, 
A noter que, divisée par les heures-hommes rémunérées, la paie des 
travailleurs de la production et assimilés donne le gain horaire 
moyen et ne représente pas les salaires horaires relevés et 
publiés par Travail Canada et qui se fondent sur un choix de 
professions. 


Avant la publication de 1970, on employait plusieurs 
unités de mesure (M.p.m.p., corde, M pieds cubes, nombre) 
pour déclarer les quantités de bois rond. Comme le cunit (100 
pieds cubes de bois solide) représente une mesure plus exacte, 
il est devenu graduellement 1'unité de mesure la plus commune. 
Par conséquent, comme dans le rapport de 1970, toutes les 
estimations de la production de bois rond et des livraisons de 
bois rond sont rapportées en cunits. Autant que possible, on 
emploie l'unité de mesure "cunit" pour désigner les quantités 
de bois rond exportées et importées a une exception prés s'il 
s'agit des billes et billots que l'on déclare toujours en 
Mp.m.p.. (On est prié de consulter le Tableau 12 pour obtenir 
les facteurs de conversion appropriés). 


On a pour la premiére fois inclus dans cette publication 
les données des industries forestiéres se rapportant aux 
dépenses en immobilisations et réparations. Les six nouveaux 
Tableaux sont: Tableau 13. Immobilisations et réparations, 
Forestage (Exploitation forestiére), Tableau 20. Immobilisations 
et réparations, Scieries et ateliers de rabotage et usines 
de bardeaux, Tableau 28.

NATIONAL FOREST INVENTORY 


Forest Land 


The 1968 National Forest Inventory reported an 
area of 1,244,291 sq. miles of forest land. Of this, 
26,616 sq. miles are reserved by legislation for pri- 
mary uses other than timber production. 


On the basis of present inventories it is esti- 
mated that the balance is comprised of 919,208 sq. miles 
suitable for regular harvest and 298,467 sq. miles suit- 
able for irregular harvest. As inventories are refined 
and extended it can be anticipated that these figures 
will change. 


Table 1 shows the areas in thousands of acres, of 
these three categories of forest land by province and 
territory. 


Inventories of the forest resources are made pe- 
riodically by provincial forest authorities and, with 
their co-operation, the Canadian Forestry Service of the 
Department of the Environment compiles national statis- 
tics. The latest estimates of the merchantable timber, 
by province, appear in Tables 3 and 4. These esti- 
mates are also subject to constant revision as more 
accurate and complete inventories are compiled. 


The volumes of timber reported in the 1968 
National Forest Inventory are smaller than those report- 
ed previously despite more extensive inventory cov- 
erage. This is the result of two factors; first the 
1963 Inventory, which was the basis for previously pub- 
lished information, provided rough estimates of timber 
volumes in Labrador and the Territories. In the absence 
of reliable data, none are currently published. The 
second factor relates to procedures adopted in British 
Columbia where data on volumes of mature timber only 
were compiled. 


Tenure and State of Non-Reserved Forest Land 


Provincial Crown forest land constitutes 69 % of 
the non-reserved forest land of Canada leaving 23 % 
under federal jurisdiction and 8 % in private ownership. 
Of the provincial forest land, 69 % is allocated to 
timber production while in the case of federal forest 
land the figure is less than 2 %. Precise use of pri- 
vate forest land is a matter of speculation. However, 
individual studies and limited statistics suggest that 
timber production still predominates despite a tendency 
to convert some of this land to recreational use. At 
the time of the 1968 Inventory, 10 % of the non-re- 
served forest land was considered inadequately stocked 
for timber production. 


L'INVENTAIRE NATIONAL DES FORETS 


1968 


Terres boisées 


L'Inventaire national des foréts de 1968 indique qu'il y 
avait 1,244,291 milles carrés de terres boisées. De ce nombre, 
26,616 milles carrés sont réservés, aux termes de la loi, a4 
des utilisations premiéres autres que la production de bois. 


En se fondant sur les inventaires actuels, on estime que 
le reste de la surface boisée comprend 919,208 milles carrés 
propres a une récolte réguliére, et 298,467 milles carrés pro- 
pres a une récolte irréguliére. Au fur et A mesure que les 
inventaires deviennent plus précis et plus complets, il est a 
prévoir que ces chiffres changeronct. 


Le Tableau 1 contient la superficie, en milliers d'acres, 
de ces trois catégories de terres boisées par province et ter- 
ritoire. 


Les autorités provinciales font périodiquement des inven- 
taires forestiers et, grace a leur collaboration, le Service 
canadien des foréts du ministére de l'Environnement établit des 
statistiques 4 l'échelle du pays. Les Tableaux 3 et 4 dennent 
les plus récentes estimations du bois marchand, par province. 
Ces estimations sont aussi mises 4 jour A mesure que les inven- 
taires sont plus précis et plus complets. 


Le volume du bois déclaré lors de 1'Inventaire national 
des foréts de 1968 est inférieur 4 celui des inventaires pré- 
cédents malgré un champs d'inventaire plus grand. Cette situa- 
tion est due a deux facteurs: en premier lieu, 1l'inventaire de 
1963 a servi de base aux renseignements publiés auparavant et 
il fournissait une estimation brute des volumes du bois du La- 
brador et des Territoires. En l'absence des données valables, 
rien n'est actuellement publié 4 cet égard. Le second facteur 
a trait aux procédés adoptés par la Colombie-Britannique ot 
l'on a exclusivement recueilli des renseignements sur le volume 
de bois arrivé 4 maturité. 


Régime foncier et état des terres boisées non réservées 


Les terres boisées provinciales de la Couronne consti- 
tuent 69 % des terres boisées non réservées au Canada; le 
reste reléve 4 23 % de l'administration fédérale et appartient 
a 8 % 4a des propriétaires privés. Les terres boisées provin- 
ciales sont consacrées 4 69 % a la production de bois, alors 
qu'au niveau fédéral, ce taux est inférieur 4 2 %. L'utilisa- 
tion précise des terres boisées privées reléve uniquement de 
la supposition. Toutefois, des études particuliéres et des 


statistiques restreintes laissent entendre que la production de> 


bois domine toujours méme s'il existe ume tendance A convertir 
une partie de ces terres 4 des utilisations récréatives. Lors 
de l'inventaire de 1968, 10 % des terres boisées non réservées 
étaient considérées comme inadéquates A la production de bois.

CANADIAN FORESTRY STATISTICS 


This publication contains the principal statistics 
of Logging (Division 2, Major Group 1), the Wood In- 
dustries (Division 5, Major Group 8) and the Paper and 
Allied Industries (Division 5, Major Group 10). In ad- 
dition data for Sawmills and Planing Mills, Shingle 
Mills and Veneer and Plywood Mills, which form part of 
the Wood Industries group, are published individually. 
Similarly data for Pulp and Paper Mills, which is part 
of the Paper and Allied group, are shown separately. 


Included are tables giving the production, ship- 
ments and exports of the principal commodities. A 
table showing imports of roundwood is also included. 


Capital and Repair Expenditures of the forest in- 
dustries by major group (Logging, Wood Industries and 
Paper and Allied Industries) and by certain industries 
(Sawmills and Planing Mills and Shingle Mills, Veneer 
and Plywood Millg and Pulp and Paper Mills) are also 
in this publication. 


In addition to forest industries statistics, data 
on the National Forest Inventory, estimates of deple- 
tion of forest resources by utilization and by fire, 
estimates of primary forest production and estimates 
of forest production on farms are included. 


The category Logs and Bolts in Tables 5, 7 and 9 
includes considerable quantities of logs which will be 
used as pulpwood and as a consequence the category 
pulpwood appears to be smaller than it ought to be. 
This is due to the fact that many integrated operations 
in reporting production and deliveries do not distin- 
guish between sawlogs, veneer logs and pulpwood. While 
this is most prevalent in British Columbia a similar 
practice is developing in some of the other provinces. 


In Table 6. Principal Statistics — Logging, the 
average number of production and related workers 
engaged in logging is calculated by dividing the 
reported number of man-days paid during the year by 240 
“in British Columbia and 270 in the other provinces. 

The number of man-hours paid is calculated on the basis 
of 8 hours per day in British Columbia and 9 hours per 
day in other provinces. It should be noted that the 
division of hours paid into production and related 
workers payrolls results in average hourly earnings and 
does not represent hourly wage rates which are collected 
and published by Labour Canada and which are based on 
selected occupations. 


Prior to the 1970 issue, many units of measure 
(M ft. b.m., cords, M cubic feet, number of pieces) 
were used in reporting quantities of roundwood. As 
the cunit (100 cubic feet of solid wood) is a more 
exact measure of volume, it has gradually become the 
most common unit of measure, therefore, as in the 1970 
issue all estimates of roundwood production and 
shipments of roundwood are shown in cunits. Quantities 
of roundwood exported and imported have where possible 
also been shown in cunits, the one exception being Logs 
and Bolts which are still reported in M ft. b.m.. (See 
Table 12 for conversion factors).

On y trouve également les données se rapportant aux dé- 
penses en immobilisations et réparations des industries 
forestiéres, par groupe principal, (l'exploitation forestiére, 
les industries du bois et les industries du papier et activi- 
tés annexes) et par certaines industries en particulier, (les 
scieries et ateliers de rabotage et usines de bardeaux, les 
fabriques de placages et contre-plaqués et les usines de pates 
et papiers). 


En plus des données statistiques forestiéres des in- 
dustries, on y a inclus les données sur l'inventaire national 
des foréts, les estimations de 1'épuisement des foréts par 
utilisation et feu, les estimations de la production fores- 
tiére primaire ainsi que les estimations de la production 
forestiére des fermes. 


Dans les tableaux 5, 7 et 9 de grandes quantités de bois 
a pate sont incluses avec les billes et les billots. Ceci 
s'explique du fait que de nombreux établissements en Colombie- 
Britannique ont intégré les opérations de production de billes 
de sciage, de billes de déroulage et de bois 4 pate, et ne 
tiennent pas de comptes séparés pour ces produits; ils les 
produisent et les expédient plut6t comme billes et billots, et 
le tri se fait aux usines de fabrication. Ceci se produit sur 
une moins vaste échelle, mais de plus en plus, dans d'autres 
provinces par suite du plus grand nombre d'exploitations ou 
l'on apporte l'arbre sur toute sa longueur a l'usine, pour en 
extraire les billes de sciage et le bois a pate. 


Dans le tableau 6. Statistiques principales — exploita- 
tion forestiére, le nombre moyen des travailleurs de la produc- 
tion et assimilés qui s'adonnent a4 l'exploitation forestiére 
est calculé en divisant le nombre des jours-hommes déclarés 
payés durant l'année par 240 en Colombie-Britannique et par 
270 dans les autres provinces. Le nombre d'heures-hommes payées 
est calculé sur la base de huit heures par jour en Colombie- 
Britannique et de neuf heures par jour dans les autres provinces. 
A noter que, divisée par les heures-hommes rémunérées, la paie 
des travailleurs de la production et assimilés donne le gain 
horaire moyen et ne représente pas les salaires horaires relevés 
et publiés par Travail Canada et qui se fondent sur un choix de 
professions.

NATIONAL FOREST INVENTORY 


Forest Land 


The 1973 National Forest Inventory reported an 
area of 1,259,192 sq. miles of forest land. Of this, 
59,742 sq. miles are reserved by legislation for pri- 
mary uses other than timber production. 


On the basis of present inventories it is esti- 
mated that the balance is comprised of 607,081 square 
miles of primary forest land, 76,637 square miles of 
secondary forest land and 515,732 square miles of 
tertiary forest land. Primary forest land is normal- 
ly located within 50 miles of a designated or existing 
major wood conversion center. Secondary forest land 
is located beyond 50 miles but less than 75 miles and 
tertiary forest land is more than 75 miles from a 
wood-using center. 


As inventories are refined and extended it can 
be anticipated that these figures will change. 


Tables 1 and 2 show the areas in thousands of 
acres, of these various categories of forest land by 
province and territory. 


Provincial Crown forest land constitutes 69% of 
the non-reserved forest land of Canada leaving 23% 
under federal jurisdiction and 8% in private ownership. 
Of the provincial forest land, 62% is allocated to 
timber production while in the case of federal forest 
land the figure is less than 9%. Precise use of pri- 
vate forest land is a matter of speculation. However, 
individual studies and limited statistics suggest that 
timber production still predominates despite a tendency 
to convert some of this land to recreational use. 


Inventories of the forest resources are made pe- 
riodically by provincial forest authorities and, with 
their co-operation, the Canadian Forestry eerie of 
the Department of the Environment compiles national 
statistics. The latest estimates of the merchantable 
timber, by province, appear in Tables 3 and 4. These 
estimates are also subject to constant revision as 
more accurate and complete inventories are compiled.

This publication contains the principal statistics 
of Logging (Division 2, Major Group 1), the Wood In- 
dustries (Division 5, Major Group 8) and the Paper and 
Allied Industries (Division 5, Major Group 10). In ad- 
dition data for Sawmills and Planing Mills, Shingle 
Mills and Veneer and Plywood Mills, which form part of 
the Wood Industries group, are published individually. 
Similarly data for Pulp and Paper Mills, which is part 
of the Paper and Allied group, are shown separately. 


Included are tables giving the production, ship- 
ments and exports of the principal commodities. A 
table showing imports of roundwood is also included. 


Capital and Repair Expenditures of the forest in- 
dustries by major group (Logging, Wood Industries and 
Paper and Allied Industries) and by certain industries 
(Sawmills and Planing Mills and Shingle Mills, Veneer 
and Plywood Mills and Pulp and Paper Mills) are also 
in this publication. 


In addition to forest industries statistics, data 
on the National Forest Inventory, estimates of deple- 
tion of forest resources by utilization and by fire, 
estimates of primary forest production and estimates 
of forest production on farms are included. 


The category Logs and Bolts in Tables 5, 7 and 9 
includes considerable quantities of logs which will be 
used as pulpwood and as a consequence the category 
pulpwood appears to be smaller than it ought to be. 
This is due to the fact that many integrated operations 
in reporting production and deliveries do not distin- 
guish between sawlogs, veneer logs and pulpwood. While 
this is most prevalent in British Columbia a similar 
practice is developing in some of the other provinces. 


In Table 6. Principal Statistics — Logging, the 
average number of production and related workers 
engaged in logging is calculated by dividing the 
reported number of man-days paid during the year by 240 
in British Columbia and 270 (250 after 1972) in the 
other provinces. The number of man-hours paid is cal- 
culated on the basis of 8 hours per day in British 
Columbia and 9 hours per day in other provinces. It 
should be noted that the division of hours paid into 
production and related workers payrolls results in aver- 
age hourly earnings and does not represent hourly wage 
rates which are collected and published by Labour Canada 
and which are based on selected occupations. 


Prior to the 1970 issue, many units of measure 
(M ft. b.m., cords, M cubic feet, number of pieces) 
were used in reporting quantities of roundwood. As 
the cunit (100 cubic feet of solid wood) is a more 
exact measure of volume, it has gradually become the 
most common nit of measure, therefore, as in the 1970 
issue all estimates of roundwood production and 
shipments of roundwood are shown in cunits. Quantities 
of roundwood exported and imported have where possible 
also been shown in cunits, the one exception being Logs 
and Bolts which are still reported in M ft. b.m.. (See 
Table 12 for conversion factors).

On y trouve également les données se rapportant aux dé- 
penses en immobilisations et réparations des industries 
forestiéres, par groupe principal, (1'exploitation forestiére, 
les industries du bois et les industries du papier et activi- 
tés annexes) et par certaines industries en particulier, (les 
scieries et ateliers de rabotage et usines de bardeaux, les 
fabriques de placages et contre-plaqués et les usines de pates 
et papiers). 


En plus des données statistiques forestiéres des in- 
dustries, on y a inclus les données sur 1'inventaire national 
des foréts, les estimations de 1'épuisement des foréts par 
utilisation et feu, les estimations de la production fores- 
tiére primaire ainsi que les estimations de la production 
forestiére des fermes. 


Dans les tableaux 5, 7 et 9 de grandes quantités de bois 
a pate sont incluses avec les billes et les billots. Ceci 
s'explique du fait que de nombreux établissements en Colombie- 
Britannique ont intégré les opérations de production de billes 
de sciage, de billes de déroulage et de bois a pate, et ne 
tiennent pas de comptes séparés pour ces produits; ils les 
produisent et les expédient plutdt comme billes et billots, et 
le tri se fait aux usines de fabrication. Ceci se produit sur 
une moins vaste échelle, mais de plus en plus, dans d'autres 
provinces par suite du plus grand nombre d'exploitations ou 
l'on apporte l'arbre sur toute sa longueur 4 l'usine, pour en 
extraire les billes de sciage et le bois 4 pate. 


Dans le tableau 6. Statistiques principales — exploita- 
tion forestiére, le nombre moyen des travailleurs de la pro- 
duction et assimilés qui s'adonnent a 1'exploitation fores- 
tiére est calculé en divisant le nombre des jours-hommes dé- 
clarés payés durant l'année par 240 en Colombie-Britannique et 
par 270 (250 aprés 1972) dans les autres provinces. Le nombre 
d'heures-hommes payées est calculé sur la base de huit heures 
par jour en Colombie-Britannique et de neuf heures par jour 
dans les autres provinces. A noter que, divisée par les heures- 
hommes rémunérées, la paie des travailleurs de la production et 
assimilés donne le gain horaire moyen et ne représente pas les 
salaires horaires relevés et publiés par Travail Canada et qui 
se fondent sur un choix de professions. 


Avant la publication de 1970, on employait plusieurs 
unités de mesure (M p.m.p., corde, M pieds cubes, nombre) 
pour déclarer les quantités de bois rond. Comme le cunit (100 
pieds cubes de bois solide) représente une mesure plus exacte, 
il est devenu graduellement l'unité de mesure la plus commune. 
Par conséquent, comme dans le rapport de 1970, toutes les 
estimations de la production de bois rond et des livraisons de 
bois rond sont rapportées en cunits. Autant que possible, on 
emploie l'unité de mesure "cunit" pour désigner les quantités 
de bois rond exportées et importées 4 une exception prés s'il 
s'agit des billes et billots que l'on déclare toujours en 
M p.m.p.. (On est prié de consulter le tableau 12 pour obtenir 
les facteurs de conversion appropriés).

NATIONAL FOREST INVENTORY 


Forest Land 


The 1973 National Forest Inventory reported an 
aed Onn 259.92 esd. mllessotmcorest land. (Of thiss 
59,742 sq. miles are reserved by legislation for pri- 
mary uses other than timber production. 


On the basis of present inventories it is esti- 
mated that the balance is comprised of 607,081 square 
miles of primary forest land, 76,637 square miles of 
secondary forest land and 515,732 square miles of 
tertiary forest land. Primary forest land is normal- 
ly located within 50 miles of a designated or existing 
major wood conversion center. Secondary forest land 
is located beyond 50 miles but less than 75 miles and 
tertiary forest land is more than 75 miles from a 
wood-using center. 


As inventories are refined and extended it can 
be anticipated that these figures will change. 


Tables 1 and 2 show the areas in thousands of 
acres, of these various categories of forest land by 
province and territory. 


Provincial Crown forest land constitutes 69% of 
the non-reserved forest land of Canada leaving 23% 
under federal jurisdiction and 8% in private ownership. 
Of the provincial forest land, 62% is allocated to 
timber production while in the case of federal forest 
land the figure is less than 9%. Precise use of Distc 
vate forest land is a matter of speculation. However , 
individual studies and limited statistics suggest that 
timber production still predominates despite a tendency 
to convert some of this land to recreational use. 


Inventories of the forest resources are made pe- 
riodically by provincial forest authorities and, with 
their co-operation, the Canadian Forestry Service of 
the Department of the Environment compiles national 
statistics. The latest estimates of the merchantable 
timber, by province, appear in Tables 3 and 4. These 
estimates are also subject to constant revision as 
more accurate and complete inventories are compiled.

L'INVENTAIRE NATIONAL DES FORETS 


L973: 


Terres boisées 


L'Inventaire national des foréts de 1973 indique qu'il y 
avait 1,259,192 milles carrés de terres boisées. De ce nombre. 
59,742 milles carrés sont réservés, aux termes de la Loi, a 
des utilisations premiéres autres que la production de bois. 


En se fondant sur les inventaires actuels, on estime que 
le reste de la surface boisée comprend 607,081 milles carrés 
de terres boisées primaires, 76,637 milles carrés de terres 
boisées secondaires et 515,732 milles carrés de terres boisées 
tertiaires. Les terres boisées primaires sont normalement 
situées 4 moins de 50 milles d'un centre de conversion de bois 
majeur. Les terres boisées secondaires sont situées entre 50 
milles et 75 milles et les terres boisées tertiaires sont a 
plus de 75 milles d'un centre. 


Au fur et & mesure que les inventaires deviennent plus 
précis et plus complets, il est a prévoir que ces chiffres 
changeront. 


Les tableaux 1 et 2 contiennent la superficie, en 
milliers d'acres de ces divers catégories de terres boisées 
par province et territoire. 


Les terres boisées provinciales de la Couronne consti- 
tuent 69 % des terres boisées non réservées au Canada; le 
reste reléve a 23 % de 1'administration fédérale et appartient 
a 8 % a des propriétaires privés. Les terres boisées provin- 
ciales sont consacrées a 62 % a la production de bois, alors 
qu'au niveau fédéral, ce taux est inférieur A 9 %. L'utilisa- 
tion précise des terres boisées privées reléve uniquement de 
la supposition. Toutefois, des études particuliéres et des 
statistiques restreintes laissent entendre que la production 
de bois domine toujours méme s'il existe une tendance a 
convertir une partie de ces terres a des utilisations 
récréatives. 


Les autorités provinciales font périodiquement des inven- 
taires forestiers et, grace 4 leur collaboration, le Service 
canadien des foréts du ministére de l'Environnement établit 
des statistiques a 1'échelle du pays. Les tableaux 3 et 4 
donnent les plus récentes estimations du bois marchand, par 
province. Ces estimations sont aussi mises a jour a mesure 
que les inventaires sont plus précis et plus complets.

NATIONAL FOREST INVENTORY 


Forest Land 


The 1973 National Forest Inventory reported an 
area of 15259,192 sq. miles of forest Vand. Ofsthis; 
59,742 sq. miles are reserved by legislation for pri- 
mary uses other than timber production. 


On the basis of present inventories it is esti- 
mated that the balance is comprised of 607,081 square 
miles of primary forest land, 76,637 square miles of 
secondary forest land and 515,732 square miles of 
tertiary forest land. Primary forest land is normal- 
ly located within 50 miles of a designated or existing 
major wood conversion center. Secondary forest land 
is located beyond 50 miles but less than 75 miles and 
tertiary forest land is more than 75 miles from a 
wood-using center. 


As inventories are refined and extended it can 
be anticipated that these figures will change. 


Tables 1 and 2 show the areas in thousands of 
acres, of these various categories of forest land by 
province and territory. 


Provincial Crown forest land constitutes 69% of 
the non-reserved forest land of Canada leaving 23% 
under federal jurisdiction and 8% in private ownership. 
Of the provincial forest land, 62% is allocated to 
timber production while in the case of federal forest 
land the figure is less than 9%. Precise use of pri- 
vate forest land is a matter of speculation. However, 
individual studies and limited statistics suggest that 
timber production still predominates despite a tendency 
to convert some of this land to recreational use. 


Inventories of the forest resources are made pe- 
riodically by provincial forest authorities and, with 
their co-operation, the Canadian Forestry Service of 
the Department of the Environment compiles national 
statistics. The latest estimates of the merchantable 
timber, by province, appear in Tables 3 and 4. These 
estimates are also subject to constant revision as 
more accurate and complete inventories are compiled.

Terres boisées 


L'Inventaire national des foréts de 1973 indique qu'il y 
avait 1,259,192 milles carrés de terres boisées. De ce nombre, 
59,742 milles carrés sont réservés, aux termes de la Loi, a 
des utilisations premiéres autres que la production de bois. 


En se fondant sur les inventaires actuels, on estime, que 
le reste de la surface boisée comprend 607,081 milles carrés 
de terres boisées primaires, 76,637 milles carrés de terres 
boisées secondaires et 515,732 milles carrés de terres boisées 
tertiaires. Les terres boisées primaires sont normalement 
situées a moins de 50 milles d'un centre de conversion de bois 
majeur. Les terres boisées secondaires sont situées entre 50 
milles et 75 milles et les terres boisées tertiaires sont a 
plus de 75 milles d'un centre. 


Au fur et a mesure que les inventaires deviennent plus 
précis et plus complets, il est a prévoir que ces chiffres 
changeront. 


Les tableaux 1 et 2 contiennent la superficie, en 
milliers d'acres de ces divers catégories de terres boisées 
par province et territoire. 


Les terres boisées provinciales de la Couronne consti- 
tuent 69 % des terres boisées non réservées au Canada; le 
reste reléve a 23 % de l'administration fédérale et appartient 
a8 % a des propriétaires privés. Les terres boisées provin- 
ciales sont consacrées a 62 % a la production de bois, alors 
qu'au niveau fédéral, ce taux est inférieur a 9 %. L'utilisa- 
tion précise des terres boisées privées reléve uniquement de 
la supposition. Toutefois, des études particuliéres et des 
statistiques restreintes laissent entendre que la production 
de bois domine toujours méme s'il existe une tendance a 
convertir une partie de ces terres a des utilisations 
récréatives. 


Les autorités provinciales font périodiquement des inven- 
taires forestiers et, grace a leur collaboration, le Service 
canadien des foréts du ministére de 1'Environnement établit 
des statistiques a 1l'échelle du pays. Les tableaux 3 et 4 
donnent les plus récentes estimations du bois marchand, par 
province. Ces estimations sont aussi mises A jour a mesure 
que les inventaires sont plus précis et plus complets.
